Torx, Kas., Sept. 27.—Gov, 8. John and 
other State officers wil] accompany the Presi- 
dent to Leavenworth to-day, and turn the party 
over to Gen. Pope. whose guests they will de. 
They will be entertained there over night, and 
on Monday morning will start for Springfield, 
III., via the Chicago & Alton Railroad, arriving 
at that point on Monday evening. 

This morning the President is tendered a re- 
ception at the Capitol Building by the Governor 
and State officers. The city is alive with excite- 
ment and enthusiasm, and all is being done to 
honor the President that can be thought of or 
suggested, The President aud Mrs. Hayes were 
the guests of Judge and Mrs, McFarland last 
night, who are Ohio people and old acquaint- 
ances during the dark - lanteru days of bis youth. 
Gen. Sherman and bis staff and other members 
of the party were hospitably provided to: at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, 

At the reception this morning a large number 
of ladies and gentlemen were presented to the 
President and to Gen. Sherman, and the utmost 
good feeling prevailed. 

The reception of the Executive e 
Topeka is one of the notable events of the trip, 
and afforded him great pleasure and satisfac- 
tion. The Committee of Arrangements had 
provided everything with the most thoughtful 
care to make the party comfortable. The pro- 
cession and fireworks last night were a great 
success, and dia credit to the city and managers 
of the ceremonies. 

SPEECH-MAKING. 

After the reception at the Capitol Building 
the Prsident was conducted to the main en- 
trance, and from the steps addressed the vast 
crowd who bed assembled there o see and hear 
bim. He was greeted with enthusiastic cheers, 
and spoke very briefly, merely giving the people 
an opportunity to see him and sbake bim by the 
hand. He spoke of the great prosperity of the 
State of Kansas, and the crowds of people that 
had greeted him everywhere. He said what be 
had seen and heard pleased bim much, and ex- 
pressed satisfaction at seeing so many of 
the people on this occasion. He also 
spoke of the delightful climate, favorable 
geographical position, and vast area and re- 
sources of the great State.

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 

The roads leading east from this city have 
done an immense freigut business during the 
past week, the excess over the previous week 
amounting to 12,898 tons, the largest increase 
for one week made in years. The total ship- 
ments of grain, flour, and wrovisions for the 
week ending Sept. 20 were 24,204 tons, the 
smallest amount carried since the last advance 
in freight rates was made, while the shipments 
during the past week were 37,002 tons, or pear- 
ly 4,000 tons more than the amount shipped the 
last week under the old rates. The cause of 
this immense increase was the fight between the 
buils and bears in the grain trade at Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, and New Tork, 
similar to the struggle that has 
been going on here during the past few days, 
which caused a large advance in the rates of 
grain at those points, and shippers therefore 
were anxious to get forward ail they could 
while the bigh prices prevailed, Particular! 
was there a great demand for cars to Balt 
more, and if the railroads could bave furvished 
a sufficient number, the shipments during the 
week would have been still larger. 

The total shipments of grain, flour. and vro- 
visions during the past week by the various 
Eastern roads from this city were as follows: 
Michigan Central, 5,100 tons; Lake Shore. 
10,322 tons; Fort Wayne, 0,478 tons; Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis, 4,003 tons; Baltimore 
& Onio, 8,000 tons. The reason that 
the Michigan Ceutral is se much below 
its usual percentage is because it bad to refuse 
freight in order to allow the other roads, all of 
which were considerably behind their allotted 
percentages, to catch up. 

The amount of grain shipped by the various 
roads was as follows: Michigan Central, 
4 355,800 pounds; Lake Shore, 15,139,248 pounds; 
Fort Wayne, 12,667,200 pounds; Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis, 2,172,600 pounds; Baltimore 
& Ohio, 6,095,108 pounds. The amount of pro- 
visions carried was as follows: Michigan Cen- 
tral, 2,767,400 pounds; Lake Shore, 3,651,162 
pounds; Fort Warne, 4,550,675 pounds; Pitte- 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 5,495,400 pounds; 
Baltimore & Ohio, 994,628 pounds. 

The total amount ot flour transported to the 
East during the past week was 36,208 barrels; 
grain, 40,429,056 pounds; poovistons, 17,389, 265 
pounds; making a total of 37,003 pounds. 


THIRSTY LOCOMOTIVES. 
Apecial Dispatch ta The Tribune 

PittspurG, Pa., Sept. 27.— All the trains on 
the Penusylvania Railroad were delayed last 
night owing to the scarcity of water in the 
mountaio springs supplying the water-stations. 
The principal water-station for western-bound 
freight trains is located at New Flor, 
ence. The water in the tank is 
80 low, owing to the continued 
drought, that it requires not Jess than forty 
minutes to fill the engine-tank. This caused a 
massing of freight-trains, and blockaded the 
tracks for passeoger-trains, which could only be 
raised by using the east-bound single-track for 
trains both directions. At one time the 
freight-trains were stretched along the track 
from New Florence to Nineveh, some five miles. 
The express-trains due at the Union Depot this 
morning were Dehind some thirty minutes, ow- 
ing to this cause. Another delay at the same 
place is expected to occur to-night, 


MISSOURI RAILROADS. 

Sr. Lous, Sept. 27.—The Railroad Commis- 
sioners of this State sre now preparing their 
annual report, which has progressed far enough 
to show that there were in operation in the State 
on Jaly 1 fifty-one main branch lines, owned by 
thirty-five corporations, and operated by twenty- 
eight different companies, in all 3,475 miles, 
an iperease of 270 miles over the previous 
year. The table of liabilities shows an increase 
of bonded debt, but that of revenue indicated 
very marked increase of earnings, ranging 
from 10 to 80 per cent. There have also been 
many improvements made during the year,— 
road-beds well ballasted, steel rails substituted 
for iron, new ties putin, and many substantial 
bridges built.

A Novel Plan for tke Reformation of the 
j Primaries, 


The Democratic Convention to Be 
| Held on the Sixteenth. 


THE SITUATION, 

The first week of November is steadily approach- 
ing, and each succeeding day witnesses an increased 
interest in the penaing political campaign. The ty- 
coons of both parties have their eyes turned in the 
direction of Onio. and ears are metaphorically 
stretched to catch the first soundof the boom 
which will proclaim the election of either Foster or 
Ewing. The result of the elections in Maine and 
California no longer enters into the calculations 
of the party managers, for two reasons: both 
States are too faraway to exercise any immediate 
local interest, even if their elections were to take 
place to-morrow; and, secondly, the average 
voter bes long since forgotten what the result was. 
The Buckeye State, being only a few Lundred 
miles away, and the issues before the people be- 
ing less of a local character, the outcome there is 
jooked upon by both parties as being a very promi- 
pent factor in determining the conduct of the 
county campaign. Hence, notwithstanding the 
pressure of the camp-followers and hangers-on, 
who are anxious to secure some of the float- 
ing backsheesh in order to take last 
winter's ulster out of pawn, the party 
leaders positively decline to take any steps towards 
starting the wheel of fortune until they get a 
marker from the home of all the great statesmen 
and officeholders of the day. 

The Republicans are deficient in organization. 
In several of the warde there are rival clabs, and 
so bitter is the hostility between them that the 
common good is nniformly sacrificed to give either 
one or the other faction a temporary victory. 
Higher up there is not that concord, that unity of 
purpose, which should mark a great political party. 
on what is practically the eve of a Presidential 
election. Some of the Stalwarts are still jeal- 
ous of those who opposed them, and there 7 
lingers in their bosoms a desire to inflict 

bment in payment for the antagonism 
ofa year ago. There are occasional threats of 

‘*knifing” at thefirst opportunity that presents 
itself. These in the main come from those who 
locked horns in the late Senatorial conflict, and. as 
in the old feudal! times, the retainers of each fac- 
tion are in a measure imbued with the desires of 
their reepective chieftains. 

Three years ago the Democracy of this county 
was in a condition similar to that in wnich the Re- 

blicans now find themselves. Constant bicker- 
ngs, want of harmony in views, no unity of ac- 
tion, made the party the laughing stock of both 
their opponents and the press. Since then the 
leaders have iearned to throw aside their personal 
differences. The kickers have been disciplined 
into silence, if not positive ovedience, and 
to-day the party presents a solid brigade front, 
with all eves turned to one Mecca.—and that is. 
success at every hazard. Their local machinery is 
in capital running order, and, like their brethren 
of New York City, they are prepared to grind out 
the necessary majority, and. nothing but a solid 
frontand unity of purpose on the part of the Re- 
publicans will prevent them from doingso. The 
recent Aldermanic election in the First Ward is a 
fair specimen of the machinery set up for the per- 
petration of ballot-box frauds. The yeung men 
who undertook to capture the ward. however, 
trusted too much to their own impetuosity, and, for 
lack of a governor, the engine ran away 
with them. Because it was a small election, they 
thought nobody would pay any attention to a 
wholesale business in the fraudulent manufacture 
of voters, for they generally believed that few of 
the Republicans would neglect their business to 
vote for an Alderman simply. The bonest Demo- 
cratic voters were fora similar reason apathetic, 
and had the contest been simply narrowed to the 
two. the Democratic majority would have been 
very small. This apathy on the part of the Bour- 
bon brethren was not wholly unexpected: and the 
boys, who had determined to work up a boom, set 
the machine running for all it was worth. The re- 
sult is they overplayed themselves, and now con- 
sternstion reigns inthe camp at the prospect of 
vigorous legal proceedings being entered upon 
against them. 

Just when the Republicans will hold their Con- 
vention has not vet been determined. Several 
members oi the County Central Committee with 
whom the reporter talked favored the 18th prox... 
the primaries to be held the day previous. The 
Democratic Convention has been settied for the 
16th prox. . 

MILES KEHOE A REPUBLICAN. 

It appears that Miles Kehoe, who has been one 
of the prominent working Democrats of the city 
for some years, who was the candidate of his party 
tor Congress in the Second District last year, and 
who served a full term as State Senator for his 
district, has found reason, from recent develop- 
ments in the Democratic party in this city and in 
the Nation generally, to change his political atu- 
tude, and to assert his intention of supporting 
hereafter the Repubiican party. This change, bow- 
ever, has, as appears from Mr. Kehoe's statements 
made to a reporter of the Journal, given below, 
been rather forced upon him. It is not that he 
has changed so much, but that the party which he 
supported so long is now going headlong, under 
the leadership of men whom he doesn't trust, in 
the advocation of principles to which he is utterly 
Opposed as subversive of the Government itself. 
The interview is as follows: 

‘*Reporter—Mr. Kehoe, I have come to ask you 
whether it is true, as announced around town, 
that you have made up your mind to have nothing 
more to do with the Democratic party, and that 
you have fully resolved to cast your vote and 
influence hereafter with the Republican party?

I supposed it was one 
of my best reforms, and I am inclined to 
to think so yet. but, strange to say, I was con- 
demned by hosts of Democrats for getting those 
bills passed. because ballot-buxes could not then 
be stuffed. I mention this to show how little 
reward a man gets from Democrats for being hon- 
est. I have always condemned and denounced 
what I thought was bad. and upheid the right, re- 
gardiess of what party it affected, and I now think 
the success of the Democratic party, with its pres- 
ent theories and leaders, would result in great in- 
jury to the county: hence I am opposed to it. 

his is no sudden conelusſon of mine.

R. — Tou talk like a man who is in earnest, 
and I suppose you reflect the views of those of 
your friends present? '

Why, before he was elected he 
promised at every meeting to pay the police and

them. Their lives ar e miserable under his Ad- 
ministration. I see he never denied that he agreed 
with so-called ‘leading Democrats’ that he 
would gere Irishmen only the low small places; he 
can’t deny it. Why, even some of the poor old 
men who were working on the streets were dis- 
charged by him the first thing after election, be- 
cause they were notstrong and able-bodied, and 
all in the name of Democracy. He also promised 
to do great things for the workingmen, and when 
the Counci! passed an ordinance to give $2 pe day 
to men laying pipe, and to employ af ge 
men eight hours, he has refused to enforce it.

Mr. Kehoe uttered these last words with great 
emphasis. 

THE CANDIDATES. 

For the more important places on the county 
ticket there has been practicaliy no change in the 
numberof candidates. Onthe Republican side, 
the friends of Senator Johnson are pushing his 
claims with unabatea vigor, while he calmly and 
serenely attends to his nail-kegs, which are also on 
the boom. It is claimed by his backers that his 
resignation of his Senatorial chair will not at all 
endanger the complexion of the Upper House in 
the next Assembly. His district, the Fifth, is 
Republican, and his three predecessors were of 
this faith. Besides, it is claimed dy his friends that 
at the next general election the Sixth, Twentieth, 
Thirty-second, and Forty-second Districts, now 
represented by Democrats, will go Republican, in 
view of the utter dissolution of the Greenbackers. 
For these reasons they believe that his present 
office should be no bar to his accepting the nomi- 
nation, should it be tendered to him. On the West 
Side and among the militia, Col. W. H. Thomp- 
son’s candidacy has created a boom that promises 
to be quite formidable on the day of the Conven- 
tion. His military friends point with pride to his 
carefully prepared speech’on the Milita bill deliv- 
e in the Lower House last April, in which be 
proved the necessity for a well organized and 
equioped citizen soldiery, not as & menace, 
but as a preventive of lawiesness, riot, and 
insurrection. This oration, which was the 
Colonel’s great effort, it is claimed, won 
over to the supportof the bill many who were 
wavering. simply on the score of the expense the 
organization would incur. The Colonel also 
points with pride to the fact that in the race for 
Speakership he went to the front with the solid 
Cook County delegation, and, as a testimonial to 
the strength he manifested in the contest, he was 
given the Chairmanship of the Railroad Commit- 
tee. Should he be the choice of the Convention, 
he will, inthe language of the Great American 
Traveler, **fight it out on that line if it takes all 
summer. ”’ 

The mention of W. K. Sullivan does not seem to 
inspire any enthusiasm except among his imme- 
diate personal friends, who fina it up-hill work 
convincing the average voter that he has the 
sirength to or the ticket. 

Gen. Jutius White has announced himself asa 
candidate, but is not making a personal canvass. 
His numerous friends throughout the country 
towns are, however, making things ham, and when 
the Convention assembles there is no doubt but 
what he will be presented with a backing that will 
astonish bis competitors. The General's record as 
an earnest, hard-working Republican is so well 
known, not only in the country, but throughout 
the State, that it is needless to more than mention 
it. 

O. W. Potter, of the North Side Rolling Mills, 
whose fitness every one admits, has, ina card pub- 
lished few days ago in Tun Tarsuns, declined 
the honor of a nomination. 

The contest on the Democratic side seems to 
lie between H. D. Colvin and Judge Wallace. the 
former from all appearances having the boom. In 
an interview with a Tsipungzg reporter the genial 
ex-Mayor stated that in his walks and daily con- 
versation he met with assurances of the warmest 
support, and so far as he could observe bis 
candidacy met with the general approval of hie 
party. r. Guerin, of whom there was consider- 
able mention a week ago, seems to have been lost 
in the shuffle. Judge Wallace was a candidate 
two vears ago before the Convention, and was beaten 
by Tom Lynch, who in his turn was slaughtered 
at the polls by tne present incumbent. Thie oper- 
ates against his candidacy at thie time. Charley 
Kern, the genial ex-Sheriff and late dispenser of 
condemned beef at the militia encampment, has 
been mentioned by ereveral of ward politicians who 
heid positions as Bailifts during his administration. 
It is not understood that he has declared himself 
further than to say he is in the hands of his 
friends. 

For Clerk of the Superior Court John J. Healy. 
the present incumbent, seems to have the Repub- 
lican track to himself. Matt Benner, whose name 
was proposed a week ago, has stated to several of 
his friends, so they say, that he is not a candidate 
for thie or any other office. He hopes to resume, 
in the near future, the command of the Fire De- 
partment. 

To the half-dozen Democratic patriots mentioned 
a week ago who are willing to serve the county for 
$3,000 per annum, there is no addition. Frank 
Cunningham, Big Mike” Ryan, Walter Trom- 
bull, John Lanagan, Olaf Riechel. and H. H. An- 
derson are already entered for the race. go as 
you please, free for all. The shrewdest observer 
cannot tell who has the pole, for they are so nicely 
bunched. 

The contest over the Judgeship of the Superior 
Court remains in stata quo. The Republican can- 
didates in the field are Mesers. Gardner, McDaid, 
and Buell. Sbrewd managers bay that when the 
Convention meets a dark horse will be sprung, 
who will prove satisfactory in an eminent de-

FIRST WARD FRAUDS. 

The work of ferreting out the frauds of the First 
Ward eiection still goes bravely on, and yesterday 
a batch of new testimony was secured for the bene- 
fit of the Republicans who are looxing for evi- 
dence. 

A Triscune reporter called upou Mr. E. A. 
Johnes, a lawyer, at his office, Room 1, No. 183 
Washington street, yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Johnes was a judge of election in the Second Pre- 
cinct, and it was announced Im yesterday's TRinuNE 
that he had in his possession an affidavit presented 
at the polls by a boy who confessed that he was but 
19 years of age, and had been in thie city but six 
months, hailing from St. Louis. This promising 
youth, Mr. Johnes said, called himself 
William Dougherty, and gave his residence as No. 
164 Madison street. His witness was Henry Fisk. 
After the would-be voter made his confession, Mr, 
Jobnes called to Fisk and asked him how long he 
had known Dougherty. Fisk repiied that he bad 
been acquainted with him about four months. 
„ou have sworn by this affidavit, sir, that you 
have known him for about iK months,” said Mr. 
Johnes, whereupon Fisk became greatly alarmed, 
and vegged Jobnes to give him back the document. 


But Johnes held to it, and Fisk went off and was 
not seen around there any more that day. 

Mr. Johnes further stated that out of about 300 
voters, a large number were reported as residing 
at No. 176 Clark street.—Mike McDonald's 
place,—and at No. 164 nstreet. He gave 
the reporter a copy of the register and the poli list 
of the Second Precinct, the latter counted 
eighteen names from the first and six from the last 
named number. Any one who is acquaiaoted with 
the localities can jndge as to whether they would 
be apt to contain, respectively, eighteen and six 
Democratic voters at one time. 

It was stated by Mr. Johnes that there 
were presented at the polls 101 afiida- 
vite in all, and at least one-thira of these he 
was satisfied were illegal. He made a point right 
here that none of the affidavits presented were 
printed in accordance with the law, but, as this is 
not the question at issue just now, the discussion 
of the matter was not entered into. A controversy 
arose among the judges of the Second Precinct as 
to what constitutes a ‘*householder,”’ and it was 
finally decided that a man must own some property 
other than simply a trunk, and must be a perma- 
nent resident of the place mentioned as his abode 
to qualify him to appear as & witness upon an affi- 


davit. 
A MR. CARTER, 


a colored man, stated that he was working in the 
Third Precinct, on State street, near Van Buren, 
and he saw during the day representatives from 
nearly every ward in the city. One colored man by 
the name of Remsen t to vote two or three 
times. He saw Gus Green in line going up to the 
polls, and he saw the maa Helms, or Elms, as 
the name was written upon his affidavit. He saw 
him with an affidavit. o thought Green slept 
sometimes at No. 326 Clark street, and knew that 
he did not room at No. 56 Fourth avenue, as 
his affidavit stated. saw the two 
Jacksons vote. and one of them 
was a Canadian Hesaw Minnie Marks vote, 

and several thieves. pickpockets, and con.“ men 
vote. These generally hung around the depots, 
and made their living by roping in strangers. He 
saw a great many Democratic affidavits made out. 

Some were sworn to, and some were not. Asteerer 
would rush in, tell che Notary to fill out an affida- 
vit. shove the rties im behind a screen and see 
that they got drinks or cigars, and by that time the 
affidavits would be made out, and the parties would 
read the names they were to vote as they went 
along on their way to the polle. He saw both 
„Black Jack and bis partner, Bill Murray, pro- 
prietors of the bumboats, vote. They got their 
affidavits. 

Mr. Nickerson stated that the Times had tried to 
ridicule the idea that, Carter H. Harrison was at 
the polls, and printed the statement that the Mayor 
would like to see the mas that looked so much like 
him that everybody was taking him for himself at 
the polis. Mr. Nickersén said he went down to 
the First Precinct to vote at about noon. He went 
into the engine-house and saw McKeough talking 
with two other men, one of whom was an elderly 
man with poy whiskers. McKeonugh shook 
hands with Nickerson, add said. Mr. Nickerson, 
allow me to introduce you to the Mayor of Chica- 
go. He then introduced him to the man that he 
had noticed. 

Joe Mackin swore in a tumber of votes in this 
precinct. 

Enoch Howard, a Republican Notary of the First 
Precinct, said he did not have much information of 
a specific nature to im „ but he saw enough go- 
ing on to satisfy him gross frauds were being 
perpetrated. He saw several parties attempt to 
vote there who were reported to have voted or at- 
tempted to vote in other precincts. Among these 
was one Remsen, who voted from No. 91 Clark 
street. 

Numerous reports came to the ears of the writer 
yesterday of misdoings at the election, butso far 
the reporter has presented nothing to the public 
but what nas been amply vouched for by eye wit- 
nesses. 

The Special Committee of Investigation of the 
First Ward Republican Club met again last even- 
ing in the club-room of the Grand Pacific, and ex- 
amined two or three witnesses. The Committee 
held its session with closed doors, and adjourned 
at about half past 9 o'clock.

**Fourth—It is believed that it can be carried 
out at tha present time. The test of all theories, 
of course, must be in the acceptability and appli- 
cability to men as we find them. 

It is believed that the present indifference of 
the well-disposed class in the community to the 
present primary system of candidature will not be 
felt toward this plan. For men who esteem them- 
selves neither competent nor willing to decide 
upon the claims of a pushing and self-seeking can- 
didate at the primary may be persuaded to meet for 
the purpose of choosing those from among them- 
sel ves who shall in their turn select proper candi- 
dates. and the fitness of these selections will re- 
ward them in this little exercise of pubiic spirit.

A POSSIBLE EXPERIMENT. 


„Let us show somewhat the machinery aud 
movements of this plan in a sup experiment 
to test its applicability. It is believed that the Re- 
publican Central Committee of this city would give 
any ward that should desire to try this plan the 
proper relative position as to the other wa which 
are using the present primary system, sat hat nomi- 
nations resulting from such an experiment would 
be recognized as the party nominations, and its 
delegates be received as the regular delegation from 
such wurd. 

Let any ward club discuss the desirableness of 
testing the workings of this plan by a fuil and fair 
ventilation of all its parts. It is not unreasonable 
to believe that there would be some ward club en- 
terprising enough to try the experiment. Let the 
club appoint some proper persons, and pay them 
for the work of registering the Repupiican voters 
of the ward. Let this list, say it is 1,500 in num- 
ber of voters, be paneled off and divided up, as 
it has been described, into five divisions, 
A, B. C, D, and E. At any appointed time, say 
at the eve of an election of an Alderman, let the 
divisions be requested to meet, each on a different 
evening, at some convenient place. To the inyi- 
tation sent through the mail let there be sent to 
each voter of the party a concise and clear state- 
ment of the proposed plan, and why it is desired, 
and a list of the names composing his own divis- 
ion. It is believed that a very general attendance 
will be the result of the call, and when the nomi- 
nating board is completed let them meet and select 
tne candidate for Alderman, and their work 1s done. 
If the result was a success, as it is believed it 
would be in a ward where there would be fair 
chance of a good repatable candidate being 
elected, the better element of the ward would be 
gratified at the result, and at the feirne f the 
nomination, and would be favorable to a coéntinu- 
ance of the plan, and its success would recom- 
mend it to the other ward.

If snch was the intent of 
the prisoners, it will be rather a bard matter to 
prove it in court. During the day the 
prisoners were identified as the notorious 
**Cabbage” Ryan, John Keenan, and Paddy 
Conners, than whom three more desperate villians 
cannot be found within the city limits.” Ryan 
could be found daily on tne streets, but was never 
molested, owing to political and other influence, 
and the mistaken idea in the Police Department 
that he was behaving himself, and not mingling 
with crooked people. Only a short time ago, 
however, a policeman who feared not to do his 
duty. upon finding Ryan in close conversation with 
a hardened-looking thief, arrested the latter, and 
called upon Ryan to tell who he was.

The prisoners refuse to talk concerning their in- 
tent, and are very despondent, Ryan apparently 
eppsociaiins the fact that his days of hobnobbing 
with policemen are over.

THE SOCIAL RAGE FOR GAMBLING IN 


GRAIN. 

Readers of Taz Trrsunz have been made 
familiar with the universality of dealing in 
mining-stocks in California and Nevada by 
both sexes, and by all classes, ages, and 
occupations. At times this speculation ap- 
proaches madness. A few make fortunes in 
a few hours, while others are stripped of all 
they possess. Chicago has, during the last 
few weeks, been visited by a craze which has 
rivaled that so often witnessed in San Fran- 
cisco. | 

In July last the great corner on wheat 
was closed up, the price holding as high as 
$1.05 per bushel until the settlement was 
made, when it receded to 93, and still later 
to 87 and to 83 cents. Since the first ten 
days in September the tendency of the price 
has been upward, and one day last week it 
touched $1.08. At the first sign of an ad- 
vance the gambling began. In. all previous 
years of excitement of this kind operations 
have been confined to thé Board of Trade,— 
that is, the operations have been carried on 
by members, for and on account of out- 
siders. But this year has witnessed the suc- 
cessful establishment of institutions which 
bear the euphonious and expressive title of 
“‘Bucket-Shops.” These are independent 
Boards of Trade,—that is, their business bears 
the same relation to that done on Change as 
that of the sweat-cloth does to the 
faro-table. To do business on Change an 
outsider has to hand over his $100 or $1,000 
to a broker, who, for a commission, invests 
that amount either in a purchase or a sale, 
putting up the money asa margin. At the 
bucket-shops no broker is necessary; any per- 
son—man or woman, boy or girl, black, white, 
yellow, or bronze—can deal directly. That 
is, by putting in $1, or $3, or $5, or $50, at 
the rate of one cent per bushel, he or she 
becomes the owner of the risk in 100, or 300, 
or 500, or 5,000 bushels of wheat. If wheat 
advance one cent per bushel, the investor 
doubles his stake ; if the price fall, the loss is 
proportionate. Asa general thing, the win- 
pings are few,—so few and exceptional that 
it may be said that 99 or even a greater per 
cent of the money deposited in the bucket- 
shops remains there. The fraud, cheat, and 
swindle are so transparent that it seems to 
be a libel om common intelligence to admit 
that these establishments do an immense 
business every day. 

The most surprising thing is the general 
character of the customers who patronize 
these establishments. First, there are the 
boys,—lads from 12 to 16 yearsof age, school- 
boys, cash-boys in retail stores, bootblacks 
and newsboys, messenger-boys, boys of all 
degrees and occupations,—who, singly or by 
combinations of two or more, can raise a 
doilar, or two dollars, or five dollars. These 
rush to the Board of Trade alley, where 
these shops are in operation, and by the hun- 
dred pour in their money. The occasional 
profit of 4, or 4, or 1 cent a bushel 
serves to whet the avarice and inspire the ap- 
petite for new ventures. Sometimes these 
lads also represent school-girls and sisters, 
whose small savings are also sent to be 
emptied into the bucket-shops. 

Boys of larger growth and men,—clerks, 
salesmen, bookkeepers, men in business, 
hackmen, teamsters, men on salaries and 
men employed at day's work, stonecutters, 
blacksmiths, and workmen of all wages and 
occupation; students and professors of col- 
leges, reverend divines, dealers in theology, 
members of Christian Associations, mem- 
bers of societies for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals and for the suppression of 
vice, gentlemen who war on saloons which 
permit minors to play pool, and teachers of 
Sunday-schools, hard drinkers and temperate 
men, old men and young men,—as well 
those of all these classes who live 
jin the cities and towns of this State, 
and of Indiana, Wisconsin, and Michi- 
gan, and even occasionally an Ohio man, as 
those who live in Chicago, —all, in person or 
by agent, purchase their 500, 1,000, 5,000, or 
10,000 bushels, depositing their margins, and 
confidently hope to have their money back 
with 100, or even 500, per cent profit. 

These unfortunately do not include the 
most daring and reckless of all the gamblers 
who do business at the bucket-shops, There 
is not an average woman who thinks her 
means are more scant than she would like to 
have them who does not in her heart despise 
the caution, of as he calls it, the cowardicd, 
of the average man; nor is there one who 


a man, instead of being cruelly condemned 
to be a woman, she would go on that 
Board of Trade ani just sweep the Board, 
making enough money in thirty days to 
render herself, and husband, and family in- 


| dependent for life. Gonfidence in her own 


courage and the belief that men fail be- 
cause they wont succeed make her chafe 
under the conventionalities @hich exclude 
her from the money of life, 
and the bucket-shop opéns to her imeagina- 
tion the loug-hoped- for opportunity to show 
what she might wf she only had the 
chance. To thead women dome with 
their tens, twenties, and fifties, and boldly 
stake their money. They are not women of 
desperate or questionable condition, They are 
wives and mothers of families in comforta- 
ble financial condition,—women whose only 
grievance in life is that they eannot keep 
a carriage, or as good a 
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does not insist to herself that, if she were only 


i 


and the result is soon known; and, as all 
these operations are made unknown to hus- 
bands, the facilities for secrecy are mach 
greater than in the higher grade of business. 
A lady can pay her $50 at the bucket-shop 
and take her ticket in any name she may 
select, or even without any name at all, and 
in case of loss no one is wiser; in case of 
gain she can, as she invariably will do, rein- 
vest both stake and gain, and lose all at one 
fell swoop. 

The daily rise and fall of prices on Change 
is of importance to all these people; it 
keeps them in a state of most unhealthy ex- 
citement ; the occasional gains are grossly 


’ exaggerated, drawing new thousands of vio- 


tims from all classes. Within a circle of 250 
miles of Chicago there are daily sent hither 
thousands of dollars to be staked on the 
chances of the bucket-shops. This is gam- 
bling, and of the most desperate character. 
It is the worst form of gambling, because it 
includes thousands of people,—men, women, 
and children, - ho, in this thirst for gain, first 
acquire the most demoralizing and destruct- 
ive Of all human beliefs, that wealth is the 
all-sufficient means of human happiness, and 
that he is a fool who is content to drudge 
and toil for slow gains and live a life of 
denial, when by bold ventures and short 
cuts he can forever escape labor, and enter 
upon a gay life of luxury and style free from 
the restraints both of poverty and morality. 
A NEW LESSON FROM FIRE. 

The destruction by fire of Deadwood, the 
metropolis of the Black Hills, ought to serve 
as another warning to the people of Chicago 
to resist a [outre the attempts of the inoen- 
diaries in the Council to impair the present 
fire-limits. Deadwood was located in a 
gulch, with mountains on both sides and a 
stream of water running through it. The 
town was built along this narrow valley, and 
consisted mainly of one elongated street. 
The houses were almost necessarily con- 
structed of the mountain pitch-pine, as the 
growth of the town was marvelously rapid, 
and no other material was available. The 
wind swept down through the gulch almost 
constantly from one side or the other; and, 
when a fire had once got headway, total 
destruction of the city was almost certain. 
The frame houses were lapped up by the 
flames as long as there was any material to 
burn, and the engines and hose-carts only 
served as additional fuel. No human power 
could have prevailed against the element of 
fire under these conditions. 

There & a set of small politicians in this 
city who, for utterly selfish and unworthy 
motives, would subject the great City of 
Chicago to precisely the same fatal condi- 
tions as those which destroyed Deadwood. 
In Deadwood it was impossible for the time 
being to avoid these conditions; in Chicago 
they are neither necessary nor excusable. 
Chicago has got beyond the mushroom 
growth of its early period; ite destiny as one 
of the great cities of the world is positively 
assured. Nothing short of a catastrophe 
can even retard the onward career of this 
city. The location of the city assures it 
against any of the unavoidable accidents of 
flood, earthquake, tornado, or pestilence. 
Nothing but the most reckless disregard of 
the common principles of natural economy 
can ever subject this city to even temporary 
embarrassment. Fire is the only natural 
enemy that threatens the growth and pros- 
perity of Chicago, and that enemy can be 
defied by observing the most elementary dic- 
tates of prudence. 

If the incendiary politicians of Chicago 
could have their way, they would in a very 
few years place the city in just as much dan- 
ger of destruction by fire as there was in 
Deadwood. The very districts within the 
city-limits which they desire to exempt from 
the prohibition againet wooden houses are 
those from which the greatest menace comes, 
viz.: the southwestern, western, and north- 
western portions. The prevailing winds of 
this region come from those directions, and 
especially from the southwest. Already that 
district inside the city-limits lying south of 
Twenty-second street and west of State 
street is largely built up of wooden houses, 
set upon wooden blocks, and the construc- 
tion of such houses continues south of the 
city-limits in the neighborhood of the Stock- 
Yards. Allalong the southern extension of 
Halsted street the shanties. are multiplying, 
to accommodate the demand for grog-shovs 
for the most part. Fortunately this district 
outside the city-limits is so remote 
from the substantial part of Chicago 
that the existing danger is small, and 
the frame houses inside the city-limits are so 
scattered and so well protected by brick 
houses that have beer erected during the last 
few years that there is every reason to be- 
lieve that an efficient Fire-Department will 
always be able to protect the city, while the 
natural decay of the frame structures shall 
continue to constantly diminish the danger. 
Thie would not be the case, however, if the 
prohibition against the erection of additional 
wooden houses in that district: were with- 
drawn and license given to increase the 
number of fire-traps indefinitly. | 

The purpose of the small clique of Alder- 
men who renew thęir attempts from time to 
time to change the ‘fire-limits or to authorize 
the erection of two-story frame honses under 
the name of sheds is no higher than to &c- 
quire under false pretenses the reputation of 
befriending the poor man.“ Asa matter 
of - fact, the poor man” demands no 
change in the fire-laws, and, if he did, 
it would only be another evidence 
of the short-sighted lack of judgment 
which he poor man so frequently ex- 
hibits. The interests of the poor people 
and the working classes demand most of all 
the careful maintenance of Chicago pros- 
perity. Au avoidance of loss by fire and 
the blessing of cheap insurance are essential 
elements in the growth of trade and indus- 
try. When business is good the poorer 
classes share its advantages; when business 
is bad the poorer classes are the first to 
suffer, and they suffer the most. Increased 
insurance means decreased profits, and a 
sorinkage of profits means a curtailment in 
the extentof employment and a reduction 
in wages simultaneously with an increase of 
rent. To increase the danger from flre is to 
strike the very hardest blow that could be 
dealt to the prosperity of Chicago, and it 
would fall more disastrously upon the wages 
class chan upon any other portion of the 
population. 


their recurrent attacks upon the fire-ordi- 
nance will operate to their disadvantage, and 
then such attacks will soon cease. They are 
miserabl: little creatures at best, and they 
can be easily brushed away from the surface 
of local political life if the substantial and 
thinking people will only take the trouble to 
get rid of them. The future of Chicago is 
of too much importance to the commercial 
world to be imperiled by any such political 
vermin. 


BISMARCK’S POLICY. 

In the light of the recent alliance made 
between Germany and Austria, the policy of 
BisMaRcK comes out sharply and clearly, as 
wellas the astuteness of his moves in the 
Berlin Congress. While the other Powers 
were seeking for temporary acquisitions, of 
only present importance, he was compassing 
great movements, the logical results of which 
will be recorded in history, and in compass- 
ing them he used the other Powers almost 
without their knowledge, for what purpose 
10 now shown in the close alliance of the 
German-speaking people of Europe for of- 

fensive and defensive purposes, against the 
aggressive Pan-Slavistic tendencies of Russia. 

If the truth were known, it would be found 
that BMA went into the Congress with 
the understanding with Anprassy that Aus- 
tria should have Bosnia and Herzegovina as 
compensation for the loss of her Italian 
provinces. He knew well enough that Aus- 
tria was sore over that loss; that she coveted 
‘those two Slavic provinces, and that once in 
possession of them she would never give 
them up; that her only possibility of expan- 
sion lay in that direction; and that she must 
have the Migean outlet for her commerce or 
give up her commerce altogether. If the 
truth were further known it would be found 
that he arranged with Anprassy to have it 
appear that Austria was not anxious to take 
the responsibility of oceupying these prov- 
inces; on the other hand, would prefer not 
to do it unless the request was made by all 
the Powers, although Austria would have given 
her right arm rather than lose them. This 
program was carried out to the letter. Not 
one of the Powers made any opposition, ex- 
cept Italy, and she was easily pacified. En- 
gland and Russia got all they asked for, and 
Bismarck made no objection to it. He even 
induced England to make the offer of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina to Austria; and Bracons- 
FIELD, in the flush of what he supposed to 
be his own triumph and the peace with 
honor” which he was making, added to the 
proposition that Austria should also take 
Novi-Bazar whenever she desired it. Ax- 
prassy played his part well. Under his 
adroit manipulation Austria hung back like 
a difident school-girl. It was a surprise to 
her. She was unwilling to accept such re- 
sponsibilities or to undertake to govern such 
a turbulent people, unless it should appear 
that the other Powers insisted upon it, and 
then she would do it for the sake of 
European peace! At last, vowing she 
would ne'er consent, she consented.” She 
got what she has long wanted without asking 
tor it, and she will never give it up. 
The first step in Bismancx’s program was ac- 
complished. One or two millions of Slavs 
were incorporated into the Austrian Empire, 
and the first blow was given to Russian ag- 
grandizement south of the Danube. 

The second step has now been taken. The 
time had come when a tripartite alliance was 
no longer necessary for Germany. England 
and France are firmly united. A union of 
Germany and Austrid would isolate Russia, 
and that union has been made, and made so 
completely that AnpRassy and Brsmarcx find 
that the interests of the two Powers are 
identical in every direction.” It is a union of 
the entire Teutonic strength of Europe against 
the Muscovite. The seventy millions of Rus- 
sia are confronted by the eighty mill- 
ions of Austria and Germany, rein- 
forced if necessary by six or eight 
millions more in the old Turkish domin- 
ions. It is an alliance of immense strength, 
and one which opposes an insurmountable 
barrier to the further spread of Russia 
in Europe. If she is desirous of further ter- 
ritorial extension, she will have to acquire it 
in Asia. So far as Austrian growth towards 
the Egean Sea is concerned, BisMARox cares 
nothing, as Germany has no adverse inter- 
ests there. If an undue extension in that 
direction should break Austria in twain, all 
the better for Germany, as the German por- 
tion of Austria would thereby gravitate to 
her. 

The third step in this program will be the 
reduction of the Russian military power. 
Having checked her designs south of the 
Danube, and having made an alliance of un- 
usual strength, Bismarck is now in a situa- 
tion not only to complete the isolation of 
Russia from the rest of Europe, but to de- 
mand a reduction of her army, and enforce 
the demand, and in confirmation of this it is 
already announced that he has submitted a 
plan to that effect to Anprassy and the 
Austrian Emperor. He is master of the sit- 
uation, holding the peace of Europe in his 
ha ads. 


* THE WALKING-MATCH. 

The walking-match which has been in 
progress in New York during the past week 
is not a Very edifying spectacle in a civilized 
community. It ean hardly be claimed even 
that it comes within the limits of ordinary 
respectability and décency, much less hu- 
manity. If adozen dumb brutes had been 
placed upon the track under similar condi- 
tions and for a similar purpose, the law 
would have stepped in and suppressed it. If 
Ourver Gotpsmira’s Chinaman were alive 
now, and had witnessed these tramps walk- 
ing, trotting, running, and limping around 
the sawdust track day after day, urged on to 
their aimless and ridiculous work by trainers 
and gamblers, he would have written home 
one of his most satirical letters on the 
boasted civilization of the Occident. If 
this contest were a legitimate competition ; 
if it tended in any way to encourage 
walking as a healthy exercise among the 
American people, who need it badly enough 
to offeet their sedentary occupations ; if the 
walk were undertaken in the open air and 
sunlight, under proper hygienic conditions, 
no objection could be offered to it, It would 
be at onee healthy, innocent, and worthy of 
encouragement and emulation. The original 
walk which Mr. Wrstow made from Portland 
to Chicago, some years ago, was a fair test 
of athletic power, and there is no doubt 
that it had a good effect. upon our people by 
inducing thousands to do more walking iu 
the open air. Between this walk and the 
bippodrome affair in New York there are no 


cout, and. after being roused by artificial 


money which the spectators pay at the door 
for witnessing the disgusting spectacle of a 
lot of tired, fainting, sick, bedraggled, litap- 
ing, hobbling wretches, dragging themselves 
round and rounda circle until Nature gives 


stimulants and urged on by merciless 
trainers, to resume their walk until Nature 
gives out again. If the spectacle on the 
track is disgusting, the surroundings are 
equally so. Like all brutal exhibitions, it 
draws a howling, hooting, drunken, profane 
crowd of loafers, bummers, vagrants, 
gamblers, intermingled with the swell mob, 
who applaud or jeer, encourage or interfere, 
with the limping tramps as they 
drag themselves round, according as 
they have bet their money in the 
pool-rooms on this one or that one. All that 
will be decided by this match is that the legs, 
stomach, liver, and lights of the winner are 
not so badly used up as those of the rest of 
the gang. So far as the affair has any infiu- 
ence upon health, that influence is of the 
most pernicious sort: No man can abuse 
Nature as these men have been doing with- 
out paying a terrible penaliy for it. Every 
one of them will emerge from the contest 
weaker than he was before, shattered in con- 
stitution, and with the seeds of disease sown 
in his system. To witness such a spectacle 
as this, thousands of dollars have been 
squandered to enrich a few gamblers,— 
money enough to have materially relieved 
the necessities of the suffering poor in New 
York, and to have made many a wretched 
home comfortable. There is no phase of the 
revolting affair which commends itself to 
any but the lowest class of the community, 
who gloat over such brutal exhibitions. Mr. 
O’Lzary would much more gratefully com- 
mend himself to the public by using his legs 
in his old duty of delivering letters than by 
organizing or taking part in these so-called 
walking-matches.

THE NEW EDUCATIONAL LAW IN BEL- 


GIUM. 

The memorable struggle between the Ul- 
tramontanes and Liberals of Belgium upon 
the question of education has reached a 
very interesting phase, growing out of the 
victory of the latter in the late elections. In 
nearly every contest between Liberalism and 
the Church in Europe it is the school-house 
which is fought for, and in this contest the 
State has possession by virtue of the educa- 
tional law which the Liberal House, rein- 
forced by the Liberal Ministry, has lately 
passed. 


Hitherto the elementary schools of Bel- 
gium have been under the complete author- 
ity and control of the Roman Church, and the 
teachers have been largely recruited from 
the ranks of the nuns and the Freres de la 
Doctrine Chretienne, better known as Lit- 
tle Brothers.” Their authority was abso- 
lute, not only in spiritual but in temporal 
matters. They not only directed the relig- 
ious instruction of pupils, but they had con- 
trol of the text-books and the management 
of the whole business of education. The 
new law makes a complete change by taking 
away the schools from the clergy and hand- 
ing them over to the possession of the State. 
It does not bar out religious instruction, but, 
on the other hand, it imvites and encourages 
secularization; so, while the schools cannot 
be considered any longer as dogmatic, neither 
are they anti-religious. In other words, the 
Church no longer directs the elementary 
instruction of Belgium, though it is not 
debarred from giving religious instruction 
to any pupils who may desire it, so long as 
that instruction does not interfere with the 
conditions of the new regime. Under these 
conditions the State, not the clergy, ap- 
points the teachers. It is not obligatory 
that these teachers shall be believers in 
Christianity. The clergy will no longer have 
any right of inspection of text-books. The 
alaim of the Church that to her is intrusted 
the education of youth is not recognized in 
even the most remote sense. Any Roman 
Oatholic may open a private school, but he 
can receive no aid from the Government, or 
even from the Commune. The school will 
be perfectly neutral, and the professors of 
any creed may enter as teachers. These are 
substantially the changes made by the new 
law in the previous relations between the 
Church and the school, but, at the 
same time, it makes some concessions 
to the clergy. As we have said, it holds out 
inducements to the clergy of all churches to 
give religious instruction to the children be- 
fore and after school hours, and also in 
school, and it directs that the symbols of the 
faith, the crucifix and the image of the Vir. 
gin, shall not be removed. The attitude of 
the Church, however, shows that these con- 
cessions are not regarded as in any sense 
compensating for its loss of authority. Apart 
from the religious bearings of the new law, 
which are the only points of antagonism be- 
tween the Church and the State, there are 
other provisions which will prove of great 
benefit to the cause of popular education. 
and these are summed up by the Brussels 
correspondent of the London Times as fol- 
lows : 

** A better class of teachers will be secured by 
making their position more independent, raising 
their salaries, and increasing their pensions, ard 
by appointing none who have not passed through 
the Government training-schools. The regula- 
tions for the admisasion of the children of the 
poor are extremely liberal. According te the 
‘ Arrete Royal’ recently published— ‘ Are admitted 
to the benefit of gratuitous inetruction—(1) The 
children of persons receiving assistance from the 
Bureau de Bienfaisanee, or local Poor Boards: 
(2) the chfldren of workingmen having no other 
income than the produce of their daily wages: 
(3) all the children inhabiting the commune con- 
cerning whom it shall be acknowledged that the 
persons in whose charge they are are not m easy 
circumstances.’ Attendance at school ia not 
obligatorr, but the local committees have to ascer- 
tain that all children between the ages of 6 and 14 
frequent it regularly, and to employ every meane 
or persuasion to induce the parents to send them. 
They also have to report the children unabie from 
extreme poverty to go to school to the Bureau de 
Bienfaisance or the Communal Council. whose duty 
it is to provide means to enable them to do so." 

At present the only opposition which the 
Church can make to the new law is by em- 
barrasing the State inits appointment cf 
teachers, If it could induce all the present 
teachers who belong to its communion to 
withdraw, the Minister of Public Instruction 
would find it well-nigh impossible to fill their 
places. The Church has already commenced 
to bring a pressure to bear upon them,—a 
pressure which amounts almost to excom- 
munication,—but in meeting this the State 
has very strong advantages on its side. The 
Catholics have the right to establish schools, 
but they cannot have any funds from the 
State, and must pay their own teach- 
ers, so that the teacher would not have 
a certainty in the way of a salary, especially 
as the money which would have to be appro- 


, effect, 


paid, and with the future provided for; 0: 
the other, a hfe of comparative hardship. 
badly paid, and the future uncertain. These 
advantages have not been without their 
for at present it appear 
as if the large majority of the 
teachers will retain their places, submitting 
to the new regime. Although the clergy 
have gone to the extent of refusing the 
sacraments to those who remain, pnly 100 
out of a total of 7,500 teachers have thus far 
handod in their resignations,—a result which 
has evidently astonished the authorities of 
the Church, since the Bishops have applied 
to the Pope for instructions how to act in 
the premises and the Pope has hesitated what 
to do. It would appear as if a wise modera- 
tion were the best policy of the Vatican in 
this matter. The law exists and cannot be 
set aside, and to demand that the teachers 
shall withdraw is to subject them to hard- 
ships which they have not deserved. I 
would be much wiser for the Church to com- 
promise by allowing its teachers to continue, 
since the law does hot stand in the way of 
their religious offices. As the whole coun- 
try is Catholic, there is no danger that the in- 
terests of the Church will suffer; at least, her 
interests will be better protected in this man- 
ner than by openly antagonizing the State. 
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Little Congressman ED Braga, of the Fifth 
Wisconsin District, feels called upon to write a 
letter for publication, in which he endeavors to 
shift the paternity of the Fiat-Money Democrat- 
ic platform adopted at Fond du Lac two years 
ago upon the Convention. A twofold motive, 
probably, inspired little Brace to indite this 
epistle; (1) because that Soft-Money and 
financially crazy platform and every candidate 
that stood upon it were repudiated by the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin at the ballot-box by a large 
majority; and (2) because the Democratic faction 
in Wisconsin to which Mr. Brace belongs, and 
to which he is considered a conspicuous and 
worthy ornament, has recently, in State Con- 
vention assembled, also given the platform of 
1877 the cold shoulder. When little Braga sees 
the fruit of his political loins rejected at the 
polis, his lunatic friend MaLvLorr buried forever 
out of sight, and his own party kicking 
it out of the back door, it is natural that Brace 
should wish totransfer the parentage of the 
offspring to another person. The truth is that 
Brage was not only Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions in that Convention, but he 
wrote the platform with his own hand, and re- 
sented any attempt on the part of his colleagues 
to modity it. Brace is right, perbaos, in sary- 
ing that it [the platform] was the voice of the 
Convention,” but how it became the voice of the 
Convention nobody knows any better than Gen. 
Epwakp S. Braco. It was because he was the 
aggressive, dominating, dictatorial spirit in that 
assemblage, and not only bulldozed the Com- 
mittee,—some of whom, like Jon Jonssrox. 
were Hard-Money men,-—-but he crammed it 
down the throats of the delegates 
without sugar-coating. Among the foolish 
notions contained in the Brace platform was 
the sentence declaring that resumption must 
be postponed till the business of the country 
would permit.“ an agsertion that was proved to be 
all wrong on the 1st day of January, 1879. But 
the thing was a bastard, and ft is no wonder 
that Gen. Braga doesn’t want it swore onto 
him. If the General is right in asserting that 
„eit was the voice of the Convention,” it must 
also have been the yoice of one Jamus G. JEN- 
Kins, who was President of Brage’s Conven- 
tion, and who is now ornamenting the Demo- 
cratic ticket in Wisconsin as a second-hand can- 
didate for Governor. But aas Im is now 
standing on a platform diametrically opposed 
to the one he and Braae fulminated two years 
ago, he will exclaim, Snake not your gory 
locks at me Thou canst not say 
1 did it.” &It is possible that, two 
years hence, when the Wisconsin Democracy 
turns another double somerset backwards,— 
as it did at Madison on the 9th of September,— 
and “Brin” Vas i the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, he, like Braae, will come tothe front 
and deny that he was the author of the rhetor- 
ically-inflated pronunciamento recently adopted 
as the voice of the late Democratie State 
Convention. 


Col, J. H. Hows, a lawyer of standing in Wis- 
consin, made a remarkable speech at the Ke- 
nosha County Fair last week. If he is correctly 
reported in the Milwaukee Sentinel, he said that 
the farmer ought to receive 50 cents a bushel 
more for wheat than the prices now paid. The 
chief obstacle lu the way of higher prices, he 
said, isa rule of the Chicago Board of Trade 
which permits sellers to settle differences on 
the basis of market rates elsewhere at the time 
delivery of the trade should have been made. 
Ot course in case the price of wheat increased, 
the money would be paid instead of the wheat, 
thereby obviating further increase in price by 
the increased demand on the market for actual 
heat. We can scarcely believe that Col. 
How made such absurd statements as the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel attributes to him. His whole 
theory vanishes the moment it is considered that 
the price of wheat does not fix the demand. The 
demand fixes the price. Empty stomachs in 
Europe cannot be satistied by rules of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade. Col. Howz’s imaginary 
exporter could not meet his engagements by 
taking a money difference. Nor is there any- 
thing to prevent a bona fide purchaser from get- 
ting all the cash wheat he wants in this market 
or any other. He will naturally go to the low- 
est market and get what he wants. Judge 
Hows, or the Milwaukee Sentinel for him, has 
confounded the market for futures with the 
market for spot wheat. There is always more 
or less specalation in the former; but, from the 
nature of the case, cannot be any in the latter.

The cable advices were again favorable for the 
bull movement in the great speculative cereal, and 
the market for No. 2 spring wheat was quite active 
Guring the earlier business hours, and a higher 
range of prices prevailed. The closing quotation 
on the curbstoue Friday evening for the November 
option was $1.08%@1.08%%. On the first call yes- 
terday the market opened at $1.08%, advanced to 
$1.00, weakened a shade, and oscillated between 
the two figures until near the close, when a stiffer 
feeling became manifest and an improve- 
ment of %@\c was effected. the mar- 
ket closing quite steady. One large oper- 
ator. who had been identified with the bears 


during the week, wasa large purchaser during the 


call. There was a moderate business done in Uc- 
tober deliveries at 81.00 1. 00. the market 
closing slow at $1.03x. For December one 
ve“ was sold at $1. 10%. 

On Change the October option was more active, 
but at an irregular range of prices, —$1.054%@ 
1.07%. The market bobbed up and down likes 
jumping-jack, and finally closed off at $1. 05x. 
The November deal was equaliy irregular. It 
opened at $1.09, dropped to $1.08%, and, on the 
receipt of higher prices acroas the water, advanced 
to $1.09%, around which it hovered for some 
time, dropped to §1.07%, subsequently 
rallied to 31.08, and, after selling 
down to $1.07X%. closed quiet at $1.08. 
In the afternoon, on the curbstone, about 100, 000 
bushels changed hands at $1.074%@1.07%. Octo- 
ber delivery was nominal at $1.054%@1.05%. In 
the other options there was nothing doing. 

The cause of the decline towards the close was 
the unwillingness of the little dulls te carry 
ineir purchases until Monday morning, and some 
of the big ones threw in a few ‘‘fives” to stay 
the market, with the hope of getting in on an early 
turn after the intervention of Sunday. 

The only event of the day worthy of chronicling 
was the suspension of the ‘*bucket-shop”™ of 
G. A. Lampkin & Co., bankers and brokers, 11 
State street, Boston. who ran a branch at 122 
and 124 Clark street, baving rented desk - room 
and blackboard space from the Chicago Produce 
and Provision Exchange at the rate of §200 per 
month. The cause of the failure was the general 
advance in stocks. Monday last the Boston house 
suspended, but compromised and resumed. The 
liabilities of the branch in this city are estimated 
by the resident manager at $3,000. He says they 
will in all probability resume Monday morning. 
Some people think not. This failure in no way 
affects the Chicago Produce and Provision Ex- 
change. 
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MILWAUKEE, 
ANOTHER FIFLD-DAY.

Improved System of Street-Lighting. 
London Times, Sept. 11. 

The Gas Engineer to the Bristol Corporation, 
Mr. B. Kitt, C. E., successfully tried on Tues- 
day night, in one of the largest thoroughfares 
of the city, a new system he has designed for 
the improvement of Sstreet-lighting. Owing to 
asuggestion from the Corporation when the 
scheme of electric lighting was under discussion, 
he turned his attention to the means of improv- 
ing the present system without involving any 
extra consumption ot gas. Dealing with the 
present burner, which consumes five cubic feet 
of gas per hour, and is.in general use through- 
out the country. be divides the light intotwojjets, 
each consuming two-and-a-half feet of gas per 
hour, and «thus leaves the actual consumption 
unchanged. Between these two jets placed in 
each street-lamp he suspends a double convex 
lens, forming a powerful reflector, and by com- 
petent calculation the result is found to be an 
increase of lighting power to the extent of 50 
per cent.. Ordinary bat’s-wing burners are used, 
and the only care required to insure a 
perfect licht is a nice adjustmentof the sus- 
pended lens, 60 as to get the right focus and the 
full reflection of the light. Wen this is secured, 
the jets, even at a distance. are very brilliant, 
and have the appearance of globes of light. 
They Ulumine the footpath between each lamp 
with much of the effect of the electric light, 
while the divided jets give ampie light also to 
theroadway. A special feature of the system is 
the long distance to which the light is thrown 
from each lamp, and at 150 yards the light 
backed by the reflector is very powerful com- 
pared with the ordinary street-lamp, while a 
slight increasein the size and capacity of the 
burners has a surprising effect. Iu two or three 
instances Argand burners were tried; the light 
was more steady, but showed little imorove- 
ment on the ordinary bat’s-wing burners, which 
are found sufficient for ali practical purposes. 
The gas-engmeers of corporations in other 
provinciai cities have been some weeks waiting 
the result of the Bristol scheme, and several ler- 
ters have been received from them desiring 
early information ot its practical adoption. The 
plan was considered undoubtediy a success, and 
will provabiy be adopted throughout the city. 
It consumes no more gas than that ordinarily 
burnt, and, the reflectors being of simple con- 
straction, the cost of adopting the new system 
is nominal.

Description of the Wreck of the 
Tug Parker by a Sub- 
marine Diver. 


He Also Tells of His Narrow Escaps 
from Death While Down in 
the Deep. 


The Dead Tugmen---Seamen’s 
Wages---Lake Freighta, 
Etc. 


A SUBMARINE DIVER’S REPORTS. 

Capt. Peter Falcon, the submarine diver, in- 
formed Taz TRipune marine reporter yesterday 
that the tug Parker was split open forward so he 
could walk through ber bows with his arms ex- 
tended. While searching for the wreck he did 
not discover a vestige of the boiler. The engine 
was damaged by the explosion and is a shapeless 
mass of metal. The deck-frames were blown out 
entirely. Capt. Falcon said the explosion must 
have been terrific, the great force of it tearing out 
the sides as weli as the deck. In the report in 
yesterday's TriBuNe it was erroneously state that 
the line slipped from the wreck, when the tugs 
were towing it into the Jake basin. It should have 
been said that the line parted because of the great 
strain upon it, the wreck having fetched up on one 
of the mud-banks at the north entrance to the 


The line, or hawser, was securely fastened 

Capt. Falcon to the rudder and the 
wheel, the only available place 
wreck where it could. be made a 
When the line parted it did so close to the tug, and 
Capt. Falcon grabbed for it, and it was again made 
fast, and the tug pulled the wreck into an out-of- 
the-way place in the basin, near the Life-Savin 
Station, where it now lies in ten feet of water. an 
but a small portion of the stern rail appears above 
the surface of the water. 

Capt. Falcon also informed the reporter that he 
had a very narrow escape from death last Taurs- 
day—the closest call he ever had during his long 
experience in submarine operations. He went 
down in his diving-armor to the bottom of the 
lake, at the foot of Twenty-third street, 
for the purpose of making some water- 
pipe connections for the Downer & Bemis 
for his assistants inex- 
perienced men, they failed to fasten the air-hose 
firmly to the head or helmet of the armor. The 
water was twelve feet deep, and sv roily that the diver 
could not see, but he took the precaution to note 
the location of the ladder which led from the 
breakwater down into the lake, and that saved his 
life; for when he reached the bottom and began 
his operations the hose became detached from the 
helmet and the air was, of course, shut 
off and the water began to pour in upon the diver. 
putting him in imminent peril. He managed to 
grope back to the ladder, and succeeded in ascend- 
ing it, and upon reaching the surface of the water 
the glass was taken off the head-piece and Capt. 
Falcon breathed the air, but fainted, and has not 
fully recovered from the effectsof the sudden cut- 
ting off of the air supplied through the hose. 


THE ALASKA EXPLOSION CASE. 

The Detroit Local Inspectors, Messrs. Hugh 
Coyne and P. E. Saunders, have completed their 
investigation and filed their report of the bursting 
of the steam-chnimney on the tmr Alaska on the 
5th inst., just after leaving Malden en route to 
Sandusky. Three lives were lost, inciuding the 
two assistant engineers, John II. Stevens and 
Charies G. Stevens, and a deck-hand, and two 
passengers and eight of the crew were scalded. 
The testimony, which was taken in full and ac- 
companied the report, was from Capt. L. B. Gold- 
smith, of the Alaska; William J. Wray, the Chief 


Engineer of the steamer, who left John H. Stevens 
in charge of the engine during his temporary ab- 
sence at Cleveland: John Ockey and C. S. Gibson, 
the fremen; D. Farrand Henry. a civic and me- 
chanical] engineer; and several machinists, engi- 
neers, and boiler- makers. 

In drawirg their conclusions from the evidence 
the Inspectors give the following opinion: 

Upon this testimony and the inspections that 
we have made we are certain that the steam-chim- 
ney was well made and strong enough, provided 
there had not been extraordinary means brought 
into use to destroy it. 

»The bursting of this chimney was caused by 
the overheating of the plates on the forward side, 
opposit and above the ends of the tubes. On this 
occasion they were firing with coai and rosin (the 
firemen say a littie rosin), and the intense heat 
passing through the tubes, and striking the side of 
the chimney, heated that portioa very hot. evi- 
dently to that degree that destroyed the strength 
of the iron. In our opinion, the whole trouble was 
caused by the use of the blower. The engine was 
checked a few minutes before the explosioa, which 
increased the danger, as 10 stopping the age 
of steam it would become bighly super and 
de no protection to tbe plates. 

‘* There is no evidence that an overpressure of 
steam was carried, and wesre of the opinion that 
the pressure did not exceed the amount allowed by 
the certificate. We tested the steam-gauge after 
this investigation commenced, and it registered 
two — more than the inspector's test-gauge 
at all points between 20 aud 60 pounds. 

The lock-valve shows no signs of having been 
interfered with. We have it secured, and intend 
to test it with steam before the steamer’s depart- 
ure. 

»Duriog this investigation there hae been no 
disposition on the part of the owners, masters, or 
other persons interested in the boat to prevent all 
the facts in the matter being known. 

In view of all the facts that we have obtained 
in relation to this sad and unexpected disaster, we 
hold the engineer, John H. Stevens, alone responsi- 
ble. Whether thoaghtlesiy or not, he kept the 
blower on too long. here is no evidence to show 
that he was urged or encouraged to crowd the boat 
by any person. except the few words spoken to 
him by Alvin 8.Clark, the clerk; bat, as the former 
is now numbered with the dead,.we are not dis- 
posed to add one word to his reproach further than 
to state our honest convictions." 

MILWAUKEE.

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 27.—The weather on the 
lake was the stormiest and dirtiest that has been 
experienced this year, and it need occasion no sur- 
prise if serious disasters are announced as the re- 
sult. The thunder-storm observable at dusk far 
northeast of this port, over the lake, moved slowly 
southward until about due southeast, and then 
landward, reaching and enveloping the city be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock this morning. The lightsing 
and thunder were incessant, and the rain fell in 
torrents. The wind, meanwhile, freshened toa 
brisk gale from the south-southeast, lashing the 
waters of the lake into foam. Several vessels, 
bound to Chicago with lumber, after reaching a 
point avout abreast of Waukegan, were compelled 
to put about and seek shelter in our harbor. They 
were the schrs Radical, Lucia A. Simpson, Onward. 
and R. B. King. Two others, also compelled to 
run back, anchored in the bay, and their names 
could not be learned. 

The steam-barge Annie Laurie, lumber-laden 
from Muskegon to Chicago, ran in here for shelter 
during the eariy morning hours. . She is minus her 
pllot-house, which was wregked by a vessel sailing 
into Muskegon harbor night before last, while the 
Annie Laurie lay moored at the piers. 

Some anxiety is felt concerning the safety of the 
dredge A. Conro, recently sold toa party at Sault 
Ste. Marie for $13,500. The tug Welcome started 
for the Sault last night with the dredge, in the face 
of the threatening horizon northeastward. She 
has bad the liveliest of buffetings with her unwieldy 
consort, and may have lost her altogether.

SANTA CLAUS. 

In last Sunday's Tuinun appeared an account 
of the wonderful race trotted a short time before 
at Sacramento, Cal., by the 5-year-old colt Santa 
Claus, he winning in straight heats over a field 
composed of seven of the best horses in California, 
in 2:18, 2:22, and 2:24. The race in which this 
extraordinary time was made was for horses of the 
2:30 class, and private advices from California. 
received by gentiemen in this city, state thag it 
was marked by beavy betting. The owners of the 
mare Belle H. were confident that she could beat 
anything in California, and had been saving her for 
this race, with a view of making all the money they 
wanted by ‘‘downing” the other known good ones 
that were to start. Santa Claus had been very suc- 
cessful, having won every race in which he started, 
and at Oaklaud—after the closing of the Sacra- 
mento entries—obtained a record of 2:25. His 
owner, Mr. P. A. Finegan, backed him well, and 
the Belle H. party also played their money freely, 
the other horses in the race being more or Jess «up- 
ported. In the draw for positions Santa Claus ob- 
tained the extreme outside, but by the time the 
first turn was reached showed in front, closely at- 
tended by Voiney, the latter horse being on a 
run. They went in these positions to the 
half-mile pole, in iw7%. when Volney 
fell back, Santa Claus winning the heat in the un- 
precedented time, for a 5-year-old, of 2:18. The

As this race places Santa Claus far ahead of any 
5-year-old trotter ever foaled,—the best previous 
oceans at that age being the 2:20% record of 

v. Borague at Poughkeepsie, Aug. 22, 1876, — 
the facts connected with bis history and breedin 
are of interestioall. Tas Trisune was the fire 
paper outside of California to publish the news 
that the 5-year-old record bad been lowered two 
and a half seconds, and it is now the first to make 
public the breeding and eariy life of the colt to 
whom this wonderful performance is credited. 

Santa Claus was bred by John McDonald, of 
Montgomery County, Kentucky, and foa ed in the 
spring of 74. his sire dei the well-known 
Strathmore, a son of Ryedyk’s Hambietonian, and 
his dam an inbred Mambrino mare, her third dam 


| being a thoroughbred. Being, like most Kentuck- 


lane, a lover of the horse, Mr. McDonald began the 
education of the colt at an early age, and 
found that he was a trotter.. The youngster was 
then christened Count Killrush, and in the fall of 
1877, being then 3 years old. made his first 
public appearance m a race at Oynthiana, Ky. 
Owing ta unsteadiness, he was unable to win a 
heat, being third or fourth horse at the finish of 
the race; but, when settled, he exhibited great 
speed. Among those who witnessed the race was 
Mr. George H. Brasfield. the well-known r* 
horse trainer, of Geogetown. Ky. He noticed the 
speed of Count Killrush, and soon purchased him. 

In the winter of 1877, Col. John W. Conley, of 
this city, determined to spend a few months in 
California, bet before leaving concluded to visit 
Kentacky and purchase some brood-mares and a 
young stallion for transportation to California. 
Accordingly he secured nine of the finest brood- 
mares in the State, after their selection had 
been made, selected as his stallion Count Killrush. 
On reaching California he sold all his brood- mares 
to ex-Gov. Leland Stanford. He aleo wished him 
to take the colt. —he bema then able to snow a 
mile in 2:30, and 3 half mile in 1:11,—but Mr.

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CITY FINANCES. 
The Two-Per-Cent Limitation. 

Last spring, when the Legislature passed the 
amendment to the City Incorporation act limiting 
to 2 per cent the amount which any city could levy 
for general purposes, not including interest on 
bonds or money necessary to pay bonds which had 
fallen due, Tun Taun called attention to the 
fact that it would be apt, in view of the dowaward 
tendency of assessments, to force upon the city an 
ecosomy much more rigid than that which it had 
been previously exercising. The recent 
proceedings of the State Board of 
Equalization, or rather the reports of 
the Committees on the equalization of personal 
I and town lots, show very clearly that 

re will bave to be a terrible cutting-down in ap- 
propriations next March. 

The recommendations of the two Committees 
mentioned above, which are very apt to 
Goreed by the State Board. are that personal prop- 
erty in this county be raised 7 per cent, and lots 
19 percent. insomuch as there is a slight sarplus 
which will have to be distributed back, it is not 
likely that the increase will be quite as great as 
that. Bat, taking that as a basis, the assessment 
on lots in North, South. and West Chicago will 
amount to , 796, 728, and on personal pro * 
to e 720. These make 3 of 
$112,223,458. It is a maximam figure to 
add to that §3,000.000 to cover corpora- 
tions and railroad property. Two per cent 
on this amount produces $2,314,468. .This 
is all that the City of Chicago can levy by taxation 

ext pring for its general purpoges,—its schools, 

ce, ite firemen, its sewers, its gas—every~ 
thing except the interest on its bonds. Last ree 
the tax levy consisted of $3,776,000, of which 
$675, 000 was for interest, leaving $3,101,000 for 
general purposes. Thus it will seen that, 
compared with last year, the appropriations 
have to be cut down nearly „000. N 
there any wav in which this ean be made good ex- 
cept by getting a very largely increased income 
from licenses and other miscellaneous sources. 
Tust might, perhaps, be increased §100, 000, 
hardly more, —leaving a shrinkege of a 
000. As to how that will be 
among the various Departments 
yet too soon to junge. Fut in a short time the 
heads of the various Departments will be called 
apon to make their estimates, and it would save 
trouble if they kept in mind this dimmution of the 
tax levy. and endeavor to accommodate themselves 
to it as mach as possible. 


FIGHTING HIS 1878 TAXES. 


Another attempt was made 2 to 7 
the collection of the taxes 1873 and 1874 by a 
bill fled by David G. Hamilton against County- 
Collector MeCrea for an in 3 
plainant states that the city

out of attempts to reassess

But the amount certified to the 
County Clerk as the amount sought to be raised by 
taxation for 1873 was 1.45 percent greater then the 
amount it had power to raise by taxation for that 
ear, and to tnat extent the certificate was fraadu- 
ent and void, and the city taxes to that degree 
were void. Moreover, a penalty of 10 per cent was 
also added to the taxes due for 1873 and 1874, and 
the County Collector was offering the lands for sale 
for non-payment of the whole eums thus due, but, 
as no one wished to buy. the lands were declared 
forfeited to the State. The complainant offered to 
pay the legal amount, and asked for an injunction 
to prevent the collection of the 10 per cent penalty 
on the taxes for 1873 and 1874, and of 1.45 per 
cent of the city. taxes for 1873. 

Mr. Robey, the solicitor for complainant, after 
giving notice to Corporation-Counsel Adams, ap- 
plied te Judge Moore for an injunction. He con- 
tended that the 10 per cent penalty could not be 
maintained because, first, the 1.45 per cent of the 
tax being voia, and being included in the total 
sum for which the lands were offered for sale in 
1878, no person was bound to pay that totel sum, 
but the judgment being void in part was void in 
toto, and no penalty for more vayment could be 
sustained. Second. that this penalty for non-pay- 
ment was im by Secs. and 129 of the Rev- 
enue law which sathorized a ministerial officer to 
impose a penalty of 10 per cent for failure to pay 
taxes at a given time, and to isste & War- 
rant for the collection of such fine 
or penalty; and those two sections 
were exactly xe the section in the City Charter of 
1863, which was declared void in the case of Sam- 
mon vs. The City, 44 Illinois Rep. Inasmuch as 
those sections were void, the County Clerk had no 
power to insert the 10 percent penalty in the tax 
warrant of 1878; the Collector could not collect it 
or report it to the Court, nor had the Court power 
to enter jn ent for it, and the party ought to 
be permitted to pay the tax due only, and not any- 
thing which was not due. 

Mr. Adame insisted that the jadgment was ren- 
dered in 1878 for the total amount of the 1873and 
1874 taxes; the land was offered for sale by the Col- 
lector, and, there being no biddersifor it, it was 
forfeited to the State; that the County Clerk, un- 
der the 129th section, inserted the 10 per cent 
pevalty in the judgment, rejecting the costs 
except printers’ fees; the warrant 
was returned, the judgment rendered for the total 
amount, including the 1. 45 per cent and 2 
cent penalty, and the whole transaction fo a 
complete bar to the complamant's claim. The 
Juage listened to the argaments with close atten- 
tion, and then took the matter under advisement, 
promising to give a decision this morning.

THE RACE MURDERERS, 


In mentioning Friday the fact that Charies Den- 
nis. one of the men who was concerned in the 
Jaffray bargiary and the Race murder, was out of 
the reach just now of the Illinois antborities, bhav- 
ing been sentenced to a two-year term in Ken- 
tucky, it was stated that in his case and that of 
Driscoll and Dunphey there appeared to be some 
mismanagement on part of the anthorities here, 
in that they were not brought to trial for the 
greater crimes laid against them, and that the 

babilities were that the whole matter would ul- 
imately come to na the rpetrators 
of a cruel murder going unpun This 
assumption of the reporter was not warranted 
by the facts in the case. There are good and suffi- 
cient reasons why no action should be taken in 
these other cases until after Lamb's matter has 
been finally disposed of by the Supreme Court. 
Then it will be time either to take action against 
Dunphey. Driscoll and Dennis, or to state the reasons 
why nothing can be done. At any time when they 
are wanted they are procarable: for two of them 
are now in State Prison, and Driscoll's whereabouts 
are known, so that be can be had. There should 
be no fault-finding with the State's Attorney or the 
other authorities, who are doing their full duty in 
the matter.

Hora is 
55 years of age, a laborer, of Irish birth, unmar- 
ried, and has been an excessive drinker for years.

Having cleaned up 
Sec. 27 (South Chicago), and made a beginning on 
Sec. 28, he proposes to resume sales in the latter 
to-morrow morning. 


Edward F. Hayden and William F. Tuck are in 
the Sheriff's custody, and will spend the Sabbath 
with Currier. baving been arrested on a capias 
issuing from the Superior Court. These parties, 
trading as, or representing themselves as, the 
Union Packing Company, purchased provisions to 
the value of $3,700 from the Chicago Packing & 
Provision Company by falee pretenses, as the 
latter allege. Hence the issuance of the capias. 
Bail was fixed at $5,000 in each case, but was not 
forthcoming. 


The Committee on Towns and Town Accounts 
audited a few billes. The Committee on Buildings 
decided that Tom Nelson must either out down his 
overwhelming bill for whitewashing and painting 
the court-rooms in the City-Hall or submit to have 
the work vained. Tom fumed around, aeciaring 
sa ly that he would never deduct a red cent; 
but Monday he is coming in with a proposition to 
submit the matter te arbitration, he to name one 
arbiter and the county the other, and the two to 
8 among themselves as to who shall be the 
third man. 


Tbe Committee on Public Service made progress 
yesterday with the list of judges and clerks of 
election. They had deci..d to allow two Repub- 
licans and one Democrat in each precinct. and the 
Repubiican list was fuliy prepared. Commissioner 
Hoffmann, who has charge of the interests of the 
unterrified, found his list was imperfect,—that is 
to say, there were a dozen claimants for each po- 
sition. Then, at the last hour, came Mesars. 
Gesterfelat and Schilling, representing the Social- 
istic party, with a demand for one ju at each 
cinct in the Fifth, Sixth, Fourteenth, Fif- 
enth, and Sixteenth Wards. It was then decided 
to defer farther action antil to-morrow morning. 


THE GRAND JURY 


yesterday considered twelve cases. —burglaries, 
assaults, larcenies, and the like, —and found nine 
true bills. They returned into Court an indict- 
ment against the young men now in custody for 
the Field & Leiter silk-robbery, and against 
some other persons implicated therein, but not 
yet in custedy. They also returned an in- 
dictment against Brockway, alias Seymour, and 
Odell, his alleged partner in the forgery line, for 
conspiracy to obtain an indictment against a per- 
son whose name was not given. During the past 
week Brockway, Odell, and other persons, some of 
respectable character, have had the entree of the 
Grand Jury room, and have detailed at great length 
certain facts, rumors, or suspicions with regard 
to this person, It seemed to those who can some- 
times guess at what is going on that Brockway or 
Odell, or both, were to secure immunity conditioned 
on their implicating some other person, supposed, 
perhaps, by the banks which are prosecuting the 
cases to be the most guilty party. What the 
Grand Jury thought of the scheme is significantly 
shown by its action yesterday. 

The indictment was based, of course, on what 
happened in the Grand Jury toom. Late in the 
afternoon M. C. McDonald bailed Odell in $4, 500, 
covering the two charges of forgery and one of 
conspiracy pending against him. rockway, al- 
thoagh now under bail on two charges of felony, 
and not known to possess any property in Chicago, 
was allowed to give his own recognizances in 
$1, 500 on this new charge.

GOVERNMENT GLEANINGs. 


The Sub-Treasury redeemed $2,000 in silver 
yesterday, aud paid out $4, 000. 

The internal-revenne collections yesterday 
showed a falling off, the total gathering being only 
$21. 876, of which $18, 216 represented the tax on 
distilled spirits. 


The case of F. W. Deutsch, the Clark street man 
charged with wholesaling liquors withouta license, 


came up again yesterday, but was continued until 
Tuesday on account of the absence of witnesses. 


The gold disbursements at the Sub-Treasury were 
larger yesterday than they have been since the re- 
cent coin-disbursement circular was issued. the 
amount dispoged of being $35,000. It was mostly 
taken by the banks, which, owing tothe present 
dearth of small bilis, findit very"usefuiin doing 
their business. 


Postmaster Palmer vesterday received an official 
schedule of international postage rates published 
in Japan by H. “Magesima. Postmaster-General. 
The document is printed in English, and is copied 
closely after our schedules, the Japanese Post- 
master-General having visited this country and 
modeled the workings of his office after our pos- 
tal service. 


Milton H. Boyer. of Yates City, III., was 
brought into the presence of Commissioner Hoyne 
yesterday to stand up to the charge of seiling beer 
in his rural retreat without having the permission 
to do so which flows from the possession of a Gov- 
ernment license. Mijton didn't stand up to it very 
well. In short, he knuckled down, and went to 
jail. where he will reside until tne District Court 
opens, and then, in all probability, plead guilty to 
the information which will in the meantime be filed 
against him. 


The report of the Superintendent of the new 
Custom-House as to the enduring qualities of the 
Medina stone as a substitute for granit in paving 
has induced the Supervising Architect to 
decide on that material for the streets 
around the Custom-House. The bid of Camp, 
the Chicago bidder, was for $3.05 per square yard 
and $1.25 per lineai foot for the sucking. Mr. 
Claflin, the Cleveland bidder, figured on $3.15 per 
yard for the pavement and 74 cents for the curb. 
ihe Chicago bid was lower on the pavement but 
enough higher on the curb to make it larger than 
the Cleveland figures. There are 1,729 linear feet 
of curb and 3,961 yards of pavement. The aggre- 
gate of the Chicago bid would be: Curbing, 
$2, 161.25; paving, $12,081.05; total. $14, 242. 30. 
Claflin's figures are: Curbing, $1. 279.46; paving, 
$12,477.15; total, $13,756.61. The contract will 
probably be let to Mr. Claflin. 


The war-cloud which recently hung over the dis- 
tillers’ camp has liftea. and all is peace again. 
Such of the mash-makers as want to brand their 
casks can do 80, and those who object to branding 
can use the'steel die and opviate the dire con- 
tingency of aconflagration brought about by the 
burning utensils coming into contact with the in- 
flammatory gases found in the spirit-room. The 
distillers’ plaint was forwarded to Washington 
some little time ago. Commissioner Raum pon- 
dered over it. came to the conclusion that the 
request to cut instead of branding wasn't such 
an upreavonable one after all, and yesterday 
drought with it a circular from the Commissioner, 
dated Sept. 22, which setties the matter and re- 
stores the old-time harmony. Tue circular states 
that the branding of a particular name of spirits 
into the heads of casks filled at distilleries may be 
peformed by cutting witha die. or some other 
sharp instrament, and Gaugers are instructed that 
tne name may be cut in with sucha die or other 
instrument, or burnedin witha hot iron, as the 
distiller may prefer. The letters are to be not less 
than an inch in length, and the cutting or brand- 
ing may be done either before or after the casks 
have been filled. Curiosity is rife to know what 
the next grievance wili be. 

The revenue officers at Nashville yesterday 
seized 2,400 gailons of whisky, vained at $2, 500, 
from the distillery of H. H. Snufeldt, Chicago, on 
account of a failure tocomply with the law con- 
cerning markes and brands. Several hundred bar- 
rela of the same goods have been sold in the 
Southern markets. The officers in that district 
have been waiting orders before making the seiz- 
ures on account of conflicting opinions as to its lia- 
bility to forfeitare.

The Board of Directors of the Public Library 
held their regular semi-monthly meeting yesterdey 
afternoon in their rooms im the Library Building.

500 
volumes), $2,500. Necessary annual expenses— 
Rent, $500; gas, heating, etc., $250; periodicals, 
sa Tema $1, 256" Total for each library, 


Of course, the number of volumes provided 
for in the foregoing are only a meagre resource 
and skeleton foundation for a circulating library ; 
but we believe the resources of the main library 
could be availed of advantageously in two ways, 
namely: 1. By dividing among the branch libra- 
ries the duplicates of works in demand, of which 
at present so many extra copies are purchased. 
2. By the adoption of a system which would en- 
able the patrons of the branches to avail them- 
selves of the resources of the main library. Your 
Committee believe that the establishment of 
branch libraries, as contemplated, would greatiy 
contribute to the public convenience, and prove a 
—— of benefit and satisfaction to the reading 
public.“ 

The report was discussed at some length by the 
members, —all, with the exception of Mr. Onahan, 
being desirous of moving slow in the matter. 

Mr. Sprague thought that the amount for furni- 
ture and fixtures was placed too low, and that it 
would be best to make careful estimates before 
proceeding further in the matter. 

Mr. Hotz favored a more thorough canvass of the 
matter before the report was transmitted to the 
Council for an appropriation, as was the intention 
when the Committee was appointed. 

The report was finally laid on the table till the 
next meeting. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
were instructed to advertise for proposals fora 


‘suitable — for library purposes from the lst 
t 


of May next. was suggested that the Commit- 
tee be instructed not to take the third or fourth 
floor of some building, asa good many complaints 
are made now about the high-upativeness of tne 
library.

ACCIDENTS. 


At 8 o'clock last evening James Murphy, an em- 
ploye of the Chicago & Eastern Railroad, while 
employed in coupling carson Kinzie street, near 
Hoyne avenue, was caught between the draw-bars, 
and was severely bruised about the right side.

Harris McCormick, 15 years of age, living at 
970 West Washington street, was severely injured 
about the back at 3 o'clock vesterday afternoon, 
while jumping upon an elevator in Richardson 
Bros., tin-shop, at No, 237 Lake street, where he 
was employed. He was taken to his home in a 
carriage by a member of that firm. Last evening 
at 10 o'clock it was reported that the boy had died 
of his injuries. 


At 12:30 yesterday afternoon Frank Stein- 
mueller, 17 years of age, employed by Barn- 
hart Bros. & Spindler. type-founders, at No. 146 
Fifth avenue, while engaged in washing the out- 
side surfaces of the windows in the fourth floor 
accidentally slipped. and felt feet foremost tothe 


- ground. Landinz upon a planked alley, the fall was 


somewhat broken by a board which bent and broke 
beneath him. He was severely cut about the head 
by striking upon the corner of a dry-goods box. and 
was badly injured internally, He was carried to 
Otto Peuser’s drug-store, at the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Madison street,and was there attended 
by Drs. Phillips and Deering, neither of whom was 
able to state how the case would terminate. The 
boy was taken thence tothe home of his parents, 
No. 223 Dayton street. 


Joseph Mick, of No. 28 Sloan street, Christian 
Gogolek. of No. 628 Noble street, and Eugene 
Margardt, of No. 1 Fox place, started forth yester- 
day morning on a gunning expedition. At noon 
yesterday, while about one mile anda halt north 
of the city, and near the line separating 
the Town of Lake View from that of 
Jefferson, young Mick was accidentally Killed. 
They were in a patch of woodland, and, 
while the other two were scouring about in the 
patch, young Mick was left standing with two of 
the guns. He held them awkwardly by the muz- 
zie, the butts resting upon the ground. The one 
in bis right hand happened to be cocked, and the 
trigger happened to catch upon aiwig or upon his 
clothing,—it is not known which,—the weapon 
was discharged, and the entire contents fired 
into his left breast. He exclaimed ‘*My God, 
I am shot, and died almost instantly. 
The body was taken to the residence of his brother, 
No. 28 Sloan street, where the Coroner will bold 
an inquest to-day. A report of the occurrence 
reached the Webster Avenue Station during the 
afternoon, and stories that Mick, who was only 20 
years of age, had been mardered by his older com- 
panions were freely circulated. ut Officer Zim- 
mauck, who thoroughly investigated the affair, 
says there are no grounds for any such rumor, and 
is satisfied that the killing was purely accidental 
and in the manner mentioned.

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 
CLOSE OF THE SESSIONS OF THE ALLIANCE-—A 

NUMBER OF INTERESTING TOPICS D- 

CUSSED. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

Bas_zE, Switzerland, Sept. 8.—The exercises 
of the Basle session. of the Alliance closed last 
night. All the subjects annoupced in the pro- 
gram bave been discussed, and each bas been 
considered with care and thoroughness. In the 
main sessions no half-prepared work was pre- 
sented. Whether the addresses were simply 
read, or recited mechanically, or packed into 
extemperaneous speech, they have in all cases 
given proof of exact and painstaking prepara- 
tion, The speakers have evidently been aware 
of the gravity of the occasion and the vastness 
of the real audience which are to become ac- 
quainted with their addresses. There has een 
a more cosmopolitan quality of this Conference 
than was the case withthe New York Alliance 
session of 1873> Delegates have come from all 
parts of the Christian world, and missionaries 
from distant heathen fields have timed their re- 
turn home 80 as to be in attendance at the Con- 
ference. One greets here men from Greece, 
Turkey, Northern Scandinavia, Italy, all the 
larger countries of Europe, and . many parts of 
the United States. We met in a social way a 
member of a German colony in Russia, living 
far off under the shadow of the Caucasus. It 
Jad taken bim a whole week to reach the 
Alliance, and he came op to Western Europe 
especially to attend it. 

Tbhureday was devoted to questions of social 
character. Dr. Wach, of Leipsic, spoke on 
Christlauity and Modern Society.“ The dis- 
quietade of the masses and the growth of So- 
cialistic sentiments are not siiaply the result of 
a thirst for money on the part af the laboring 
classes. They feel that they have certain rights 
besides, and Christianity must look at the ques- 
tion c s humane point of view. The relig- 
ious element must be made use of in our judg- 
ment of the daily laborer. The State canvot 
solve the Socialistic question. The only hope is 
from Christianity, which here, as elsewhere, has 
so often come in to solve questions that had 
been long in need ot a solution. 

Herr Steivhbeil, a large manufacturer of Al- 
sace, delivered an address on The Duties of 
Manufacturers Toward Their Employes.” The 
employer is not simply a producer, if he knows 
bis real business; he is also the father of a fam- 
ily. The people who do his work are bound to 
bim by the strong ties of a common interest, 
and if he has heart enough to care a little for 
their spiritual and intellectual irterest bis love 
will never fail to be reciprocated. It is a mis- 
take for the laborer to suppose that the multi- 
plication of machinery injures his chances for 
success. Souud ideas of political economy need 
to be disseminated among the laboring classes. 

Herr Carl Sarasis, of Basle, spoke next, his 
subject being the solution of the social problem. 
He made this solution to be the assurante of 
means of existence for the laborer, and an ap- 
proach between the laborer and the employer 
in a community of interest. Dr. E. A. Wasb- 
burp, of New York, spoke in the Angio-Ameri- 
can section on the socialistic difficulties of the 
times. te found the times abounding in social- 

discontent. There are mavy causes for

day (Friday) was devoted to mis- 
leading speakers were Dr. Christ- 
lieb, of Bonn University; Dr. William Arthur, 
of London; Pastor Barde, of Geneva: and Dr. 
Mitcneil, of Edinburg. But Dr. Cohristlieb oc- 
cupied nearly the whole time allotted for the 
four. He was several times reminded by the 
President that his time was consumed, but he 
continued, much to the regret of a large part of 
the audience. His paper abounded in sta- 
tistics, and producea but little impres- 
sion. No doubt, however, it will read 
well enough when it gets into print. 
The three remalumg speakers occupied but 
a few minutes, as it was already past the Haste 
hour for dinner. Dr. Fabri, in a paper on 
‘Christian Life in the East,’’ took the novel 
ground that the Greek Church stould be revived 
from within, and that this is the oniy way in 
which we should expect it to receive new life. 
He favored approaches toward the union of 
Protestants and Greek Catholics. He was vic- 
orously opposed io his views bv Tisbopuriapn, of 
Constantinople, and Dr. Marulis, of Macedonia. 
Herr Joneli, who is both a pastor and an editor 
in Basle, discussed the question of the press in 
its relation to the times. He was followed by 
Dr. Pressense, of Paris, who advocated its full- 
est hberty. It dare not be too conservative. but 
must be a leader of public thougut. Free- 
dom and the Gospel,“ this should be the watch- 
word of the times. Protestant Christianity bas 
many conflicts before it, and it must never stand 
in the background. ‘The French press, under 
Napoleon III., was outrageously oppressed. 
Pressense spoke with mu conviction. tie 
is chiefly known to the theological world by his 
128 of the Church ” aud Life of Christ.“ 

e has also written a book of travels in the East. 

Saturday has been devoted to the topic of 
„Christian Union.“ The first speaker was Dr. 
Plitt. of Prussia. He held that the unity of the 
Spirit is necessarily manifold in its operations. 
‘The more the heart is penetrated by Divine grace 
the more Divine aud beautiiul will be the life. 
Pastor Fallot, of Paris, spoke on the unit of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace. One of the dangers 
of the Chureh is that sometimes those who love 
it are too narrow and special. The true believer 
feels that nothing human is foreſu to him. 
Union efforts need to be multiplied before 
Christians can understand each other. There 
are three possible forms of unity,—external 
unity, the umon of la se- faire, or difference, 
and multitorm unity. Tuis last is a necessity 
and must be striven after. There should be a 
federation of the Churches for the greater devel- 
opment of the life of the wnole Christian world. 

Dr. J. F. Hurst, of the United States, delivered 
the closing address of the session. His topic 
was Christian Union a Necessary Factor for 
Rel and Defense.“ The ideal 
Church, he said, after which all generations 
should strive, was the primitive Church, Thea 
the principle of unity prevailed. This unity 
could be seen in the origin, doctrine, example, 
and experience of the Church in its whole 
genetic period. But unity is compatible with 
great diversity of form. All bistoricai attempts 
at enforced aniformity have proved total failures. 
Queen Elizabeth’s greatest mistake was ber act 
of uniformity. This was repeated under the 
Restoration, and 2,000 of the best preachers in 
Christendom were thrown out of their pulpits. 
There need be no sacrifice of denominational 
standards and independence in order to unite 
with all evangelical believers. Evidences of a

THE REV. DR. THOMPSON. 


OBITUARY OF THE CONGREGATIONAL STALWART. 
New York rio une. 

Joseph Parrish Thompson, Whose death was 
announced on the 20th inst., was born ia Phila- 
delphia, Aug. 7, 1819. He was graduated’A. B. 
at Yale College in 1838. Afterward be pursued 
the study of theology at the Andover and NeW 
Haven Theological Schools. In November, 1840, 
he was ordained pastor of the Chapel Street 
Congregational Church, in New Haven. While 
occupying this position, Dr. Thompson assisted 
in establishing the Vew-Haglandsr, a quarterly 
review in the interests of the Congregational 
denomination, a journal which attaineda bigh 
position in religious periodical literature. He 
published also, whilein New Haven, a Memoir 
of Timothy Dwight,” the eldest son of Presi- 
dent Dwight. In 1845 be was called to the pas- 
toral charge of the Broadway Tabernacle Church 
in New York City. He was installed on the 
15th of April of phat year, the Rev. Leonard 
Bacon, D. D., preaching the sermoa. Originally 
the religious society worshiping in the Taberna- 
cle was Congregational in its organization; in 
1838 The Free Church,” which had for some 
time worshiped at the corner of Washington 
and Dey streets, united with it, and it became 
for the time Presbyterian. The Tabernacle was 
on the east side of Broadway, between Leonard 
and Worth streets, and was erected in 1896. in 
1840 David Hale purchased the house undere 
foreclosure, and leased it to the Congregational 
Suciety formed in connection with the Broadway 
Tabervacle Church. When Dr. Thompson was 
settled in 1845, the Tabernacle Society purchased 
the property. For some years the Tabernacle 
continued to be a great centre of religious in- 
terest. The vast edifice was often thronged by 
a congregation composed of strangers, young 
men and those who had no regular place of wor- 
ship. The Tabernacle Churcn was the mother 
of several Congregational churches in New York 
and Brooklyn. The society determined to sell 
the Labernacle in 1855, and the pew churcd was 
bullt at we intersection of Broadway, Sixth 
avenue, and Thirty-lourth street. This build.ng 
was completed in 1859, and dedicated April 24 
of thas year, the services being preached 
by the Rer. Dr. Edward A. Park, of 
tne Andover Tneological Seminary. Dr. 
Thompson bimself offered the prayer of 
dedication, prelacing it with a short but beauti- 
ful address, in whica be presented “this new 
temple tothe service ot the Triune God,— 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” Under the 
ministry of Dr. Thompson the society flour- 
ished exceedingly. Waen the church was dedi- 
cated tnere was a debt upon it of $65,000, No 
pews were soid, as it was resolved that there 
should de no private ownership in the buildung. 
in 1868 the society paid @ff $25,000 of tuts in- 
deptedness; the remaining sum of $40,000 was 
paid in March, 1884. * 

The Tavernacle pastorate of Dr. Thompson 
was along and useful one, and was not con- 
cluded until 1872, a period of twenty-seven 
years, when, on account of ill-heaita, he went 
abroad. Notwitostand.ng bis immediate pas- 
toral labors, ne was always busy with his 12 
lu 1845 he printed a Memoir of David Hale, 
late Editor of the Journa: of Commerce, with 
Selections from his Miscellaneous Writings,’’— 
a work which passed through various editions. 
In 1846 appeared his “Young Men Ad- 
monished,” afterward im subsequent ¢dt- 
tions Shicn were numerous, en- 
titled Lectures to Young Men,” 
„Hints to Employers” ap d in 1847, and 
auo mer edition in 1851. Stray Meditations” 
was published in 1852, and in 1857 there was a 
revised edition entitled The Believer’s Ref- 
uge.“ He was one of the first edjtors of the 
ladependent, a weil-kuown religious newspaper 
of this city, bewg associated in that service with 
thie Rev. Dr. Storrs and the Rey. Dr. Bacon. lao 
1852 he originated the plan of the Albany Con- 
gregational Convention. He also served as a 
manager of the American Congregational Union 
and of the American Home Missiwnary Society. 
In 1852 he went abroad, visiting Palestine, 
Egypt, and other Eastern lands. This gave an 
Oriental cast to bis subsequent studies and writ- 
wigs, and be became well known as an autnorit 
in Egyptology. Many of his writings upon t 
subject abpeared in une North American Kev.ew, 
the L.dlivtheca Sacra, the Journa. of the Amer- 
ican Geographicat and Statst.cal Soc.ely, in 
Smith’s ** Dictionary of Biblical Geography and 
Antiquities,” and tne revised edition of Kitto’s 
“Cyciopedia of Literature.” He published 
“Egypt, Past and Present,“ in 1850. * 

During the Civil War Dr. Thompson occu- 
pied a warmly patriotic position. He did a 
great deal for the Caristian Commission. Twice 
he went to the South; be visited the army; and 
he was a member of the Union League Club. 
His son was killed in the service of the coun- 
try. Dr. Thompson published (1863) a souvenir 
of him entitled the Sergeant’s Memorial; by 
His Father.“ Of this an abridged edition was 
issued for circulation in the araiy, and it was 
spoken of by competent critics: as a work of 
surpassing interest.“ When President Lincoln 
was assasinated, Dr. Thompson delivered a not- 
able eulogy upon nim besore the Union League 
Club 


in 1872 Dr. Thompson was compelled to sever 
the relauon which he had so long maintained 
with the society, by ill bealth. Ode night, 
while working in*nis study, he imagined that he 
heard a terrible crasb, as if the whole bouse 
were falling, and be remembered nothing more 
unzil he regained consciousness at 3 o'clock 
lu the morning. Toa repetition of these attacks 
he has been subject while residing in Europe. 

Upon going abroad, Dr. Thompson took up 
his residence in Berlin, where be devoted him- 
self to study. Durimg the controversy between 
Bismarck und the Pope, at the request of the 
Prussian Minister he prepared and published a 
work on the relations of Church and State in 
America; and in the Centennial Year he deliy- 
ered iu different cities of Europe several ad- 
dresses concernmg the United States. His ora- 
tion occasioned by the death of Mr. Bayard Tay- 
lor, the American Minister, delivered in Beri, 
was a beautiful dnd much-admired production. 
He was understood at nis death to be preparing 
a work on The Hebrews io Egypt.” One of 
his objects in settliug in Berlin was to pursue 
his old studies with Lepsius, the emipent 
Egyptologist. He bed prepared an address to 
be delivered before the Evaugelical Alliance at 
Basie, Switzerland, on the subject of the perse- 
cutionsin Austria. When Mr. Taylor died, Dr. 
Toompson was spokeu of as bis successor. 
is known that whea the rumor reached bis ears, 
he wrote that be could not accept the position, 
apd considered himself unfitted for it. 

Though always au invalid, Dr. Thompson’s 
immediate illness was caused by an accident 
which happened to bim during his recent visit 
to London, when, while standing upon the door- 
step of a friend’s house, be was prostrated by 
vertigo, severely injurimg bis head. There was 
something in this very similar to the casualty 
which befell Mr. Bryant. 

Dr. Tnompson was an excellent speaker of 
both the French and German languages, and he 
frequently bad occasion to employ nis accom- 
plisumenis as a Jinguist in the public addresses 
which he delivered in Europe. Probably he was 
the best known abroad uf American ciergy men. 
He was twice married. His first wife was a sis- 
ter of Dr. Bartiett, of this city; bis second a 


sister of Dr. Eilman, of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 


versity, at Baltimore. He leaves a daughter 
residing in Oal., and another in this 
city; a son residing in Orange, N. J., and an-

to a New York Tribune reporter:

CARDINAL NEWMAN. 
HIS REMARKS CONCERNING HIMSELF AND HIS 
OFFICE. 

Cardinal Newman’s replies to the Committee 
of the Newman Presentation Fund and the 
Academia have been widely copied. A certain 
temporal status—a certain wide repute are 
necessary,“ he said, or at least desirable, for 
the fulfillment of the duties to which, in the 
sight of the Holy Father, 1 have pledged myself. 
Among the obligations of a Cardinal I am 
pledged never to let my high dignity suffer in 
the eyes of men by fault of mine, never to for- 
get what 1 have been made and whom I repre- 
sent. The Holy Father, the hierarchy, the whole 
of Catholic Christendom, form not only a spirit- 
ual, but a visibie body; and, as be a visibie, 
they are necessarily a“ tical body. 
They become, and cannot but become, 
a temporal polity, and that temporal 
aspect of the Church is brought 
out most prominently and impressively, and 
claims and commands the attention of the 
world most forcibly,in the Pope and in his

Seldom have I written without call, but I have 
ever felt it to be an unpleasant necessity, and I 
have envied those who bave been able to take or 
prosecute one line of research, one study, one 
science, as so mauy have done in this day, and 
thus to aspire to the exegi monumentum of the 
poet. [am not touching on the opinions which 
have characterized their labors, whether true or 
false; but I mean that an author feels his work 
to be more conscientious, satisfactory, and 
sound when it is limited to one subject, when 
he knows all that cao be known upon it, and 
when it is so fixed in his memory and his pos- 
session of it is so well about him that he is 
never ata loss when asked a question, and can 
give his answer at a minute's warning.” 


SUNDAY LAWS. 

A LEGAL AUTHORITY ON THE DIFFERENCE BE- 
TWEEN THE OLD TIMES AND THE NEW. 
Albany Law Journal, 

The Rev. Leonard Woolsey Bacon, D. D., has 
been delivering an inflammatory harangue to 4 
mass-meeting at Norwien, Conn., because the 
little steamboat Ellia made Sunday excursions 
onébe Thames. It seems to us that the rey- 


erend gentleman becomes more excited thaa 


the occasion demands. He pronounces the 
event “the most momentous, the most dis- 
astrous, revolutionary in our history,“ and 
lashes the indifferent community for not crush- 
ing the impudest laworeakers. Herein it seems 
tous that he does not display the profound 
philosophy of his illustrious predecessor of 
Verulam. If the community have become 860 
deadened to infractions of the law it is a prett 
sure sign that the law has outlived its useful- 
ness. We have in this State a statate prohibit- 
ing travel ‘Of more than tweoty miles to 
attend church, but we should not hesitate to 
go double that distance to bear the reverend 
gentleman preach without fear of moles- 
tation. He does not complain that the excur- 
sions violate the quiet of Sunday or disturb the 
public, but he complains that, if this sort of 
thing is tolerated, by-and-by men will run 
factories and keep open shops on Sunday, ap- 
parently not perceiving any logical distinction 
between the two cases. The conduct of factories, 
shops, and theatres on Sunday involves labor 
and infringes the quiet of the streets, which is 
not true of the excursion on the river. Probably 
the Doctor would not be very indignant if a 
thousand men separately walked in the w 
ou Sunday; but it is the congregation of persons 
and the unanimity of purpose, combined with 
the voluntary sailing instead of the voluntary 
walking, that excites his ire. The Doctor must 
et used to this sort of thing. Sunday cannot 
— kept as our forefathers kept it, and personal 
ly we do not consider it a misfortune. We can- 
not compel sentiment of religion by legisiation. 


All we can effect is that those who have a. 


sentimental or religious regard for Sunday shal! 
not be disturbed by noisy streets or busy sur- 
roundings. Men will demand the right to get 
shaved, read the Sunday newspapers, buy a 
cigar, walk in the woods, or sail on the river on 
Sunday, even in Connecticut, we believe.

CONVERTING THE JEWS. 
SOME QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE BOY SHAFF- 
NER. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 22.—Some days ago your 
paper contained a report concerning the con- 
version of a Jewish boy of this city to Chris- 
tianity. Referring to the report, I would re- 
spectfully ask a few questions, and I would be 
obliged for your kindly answering the same. 

1. Is it morally right and justifiable to eoroll 
an ignorant Jewish boy, a minor, among the 
pupils of a Christian Sunday-school, and to give 
him there, during a course of two or three 
years, a Christian training, without the knowl- 
edge and consent of his parents! 

2. Is it morally richt and justifiable to bap- 
tize an ignorant Jewish minor without the 
knowledge and consen of his pareuts? Is it 
morally right and justifiable to cause by such 
an act unspeakable gricf.to old parents, who 
look upon the denial of the one God of israel 
by one of their children and upon their worsbip- 
ing any human being as a deity as one of the 
greatest misfortunes chat could befali them? 

8. Is it morally right and justifiable to en- 
courage a Jewish boy, a minor, in his wayward- 
neas and in his continued transgressing of the 
fifth commandment,—to become an accomplice 
to him in his decetying his parents by lies and 
double dealing? 

4. Is it legally permitted to any one to bap- 
tize aJewish boy, a miovur, witbout the know 
edge and consent of bis parents? Would the 
Sbaffoer family have sufficient reason ior com- 
meocing an action at law against the Revs. 
Reid, Goodwin, and Peutecost und their ** Chris- 
tian’ accomplices? if so, they ought to com- 
mence suco a suit against the spiritual kidnap- 
ers, and thereby create a precedeut that might 
help to settle an important question, and might 
guard the community against the repetition of 
similar criminal acts, 

do not expect that an enlightened and truly 
religious Christian community will icdorse the 
action of the Rev. Goodwin aud bis accomplices. 
Such actions must be placed on the same level 
with the baptizing of the buy Edgar Mortara by 
the clergy of Rome some twenty years ago,—an 
act which then was denounced as a most shame- 
ful one not only by Jews but also by all the 
Protestant world in Germany, in Eogiand, in 
the United States, and even by pious Catholics.

The Presidential Party Grossly Insulted by 
Rowdies at Hannibal, Mo, 
St. Louis Republican, Sept. 26. 

It is with mingied surprise and mortification 
that we hear, through the Hannibal (Mo.) 
Courier, of the unmannerly and indecent con- 
duct of a party of intoxicated rowdies iu cou- 
nection with the arrival of the Presidential 
party in Hannibal Tuesday night. According to 
the Cour.er’s statement, there was a two hours’ 
delay in the arrival of the party, and, as the 
rain was falling heavily, the large crowd of 
ladies and gentlemen who had assembled at tne 
depot to give the party a cordial greeting on 
their entrance to Missouri, digbersed and went 
to their homes. Thie left ground in pos- 
session of a gang of rowdies, wno, upon the 
arrival of the train at 10 o’ciock at nicht, 
saluted it with yells and oaths. “Silurs, abusive 
epi.hets, vrolaniwty, and blackguardism were 
hurled at the occupants or the car,“ says the 
Cour er; and the efforts of the police, assisted 
by several respectabie citisens, to persuade the 
rowdies into better behavior, were unavail- 
ing. While the noise and confusion were at 
the hignest, Gen. Sherman appeared, and, 
ma short speech, sharpiy rebuked 
those who bad insuited Mr. Hayes. Foilowmg 
Geu. Sherman came Mr. Hayes, who made a few 
remarks without notie ng ne rude conduct of 
the mob; and sbortiy afterwards ine train started 
off for Sedalia. ‘ine Cour er says: ie Pres- 
ident was very mucb surprieed when informed 
that the City of Hannibal had actually given 
him a majority of fourteen for President, and 
was still more surprised to bear that there were 
three daily papers in Haumdal.“ The respect- 
abie citizens of the city were deeply pained at 
the gross conduct of whe rowdies, and a public 
meeting Was calied to express their condemna- 
tion, and assure me Presidential party that the 
peo of Hanulbal are in no degree responsible 
lor it. 

There is no extenuating the conduct of the 
Hannibal rowdies. it is mortifying to bear that 
there is one piace in the United States were the 
Chief Execuuve of the Government can de re- 
ceived with insult, and doubly painful to learn 
that that place is in Missouri. (here ie nothing in 
the fact that Missouri 1s a Democratic State to 
deprive a Republican Executive of the right to 
reveive the most respecttul treatment in bis 
passage taroagh its borders: and we are sure 
the people of the State will hear of the con- 
duct of tne Hannibal ruffians with emphatic in- 
diguation.

THE FASHIONS, 
SHIRRED DRESSES. 
Harper's Bas u. 

Shigring, or, to use an old word revived by 
French modistes, gauging, is probably the most 
conspicuous featare of Parisian costumes for 
the faliand winter. It is not confined to the 
plain wool goods used for neglige olouse-waists, 
but is seen on corsages, sleeves, and skirts of 
the richest fabrics; indeed, all fabrics of soft 
quality, such as satin de Von, plain satin, 
Cashmere, and camel’s-hair, are oroamented 
with many rows of parallel drawing-strings in 
large clusters that are from an eighth to a quar- 
of a yard in depth. A custume illustrated on 
ano her page will sbow that this gauging is no 
longer confined to the front breadths of skirts 
and to flounces, but is massed at the waist-line 
in front and behind, and is seen in more shal- 
low rows on the shoulders of the full ododice. 
On some French dresses shirr ng a finger deep 
passes entirely around the waist instead of us- 
ing a wide belt. It is seen on nearly all bosom 
drapery, and trims sleeves at the wrists, and 
often at the elbows. One of the most fash- 
ionable ways of bold ng be full breadths that 
are added to the back of ange make 
them flowing is to shirr the top 4 
rows at least two flogers deep, vet Geawato- 
gether in very narrow breadth.

The way; however, in which sbirr ng is most 
seen is in the clusters on the full bodice the 
waist and shoulaers. There are many shirred 
flounces in which the gaug ug ts both lengthwise 
and horizoataily drawa.

The surtout is the new rap for rainy days and 
for trayelag. It is far more trim md shapely 
look nf than the belted ulsters, and is cut pre- 
cisely like a gentleman’s overcoat, with the 
lapped seam oven down che middie of the back 
below he waist, two great buttons defining the 
waist behind, short side forms, pocket flaps on 
the bips, coat-voliar. and ei ber doable or single 
breasted. Drab Euglish waterproof cloth isthe 
fare most seen in imported surtouts, bat 
homespuns in checks are also used.

It Will Be Reopened for Dinner on Tues- 
day—Description of the New Improve- 
ments—The *“ Finestin the Worid.“ 

There are many excellent down-town restaur- 
ants, but few, Hany. havea better reputation for 
good cooking than Chapin & Gore’s, on Monroe 
street, west of State. Heretofore meals have been 
farnished on the first floor. The constant increase 
of business, however, necessitated an addition, 
and the whole of the rear part of the second floor, 
about 125x60 feet. been fitted up 
at an expense of between $10,000 and $15, 000, 
One ascending the broad stairway finds himself in 
the coziest eating-places in the city.

A shaft over the cooking 
apparatus, thirty-four feet long by one and a half 
wide, permits tue escape of the smoke and fumes, 
and this does away with th odors which are 80 
disagreeable to some people. Everything is so 
constrocted as to keep the restaurant sweet and 
clean—a teature which will be appreciated by those 
with sensitive olfactories. The cooking apparatus 
is the latest, embodying ail the modern improve- 
ments. Tue same is true of the refrigerators. All 
the utensils are new, as is the crock- 
ery. Hereafter, as before, the  luncb- 
counter will de on the tirst floor, but 
with an addition, —the ovster de ment, —the firm 
making a specialty of serving bivavies, and pur- 
pose sapplying them in the fancy styles at 10 per 
ceat lees than is charged elsewhere. The private 
booths on this floor aiso remain. 
rangements eighty more people can sit down at a 
time. The restaurant will be opened for dinner 
Tuesday, and the hours thereafter will be from 
6:30 a. m. to 11 p. m. It is designed solely for 
the use of merchants and professional men who 
are fond of good tood. hile the prices will be 
what are known as popular, everything sup- 
plied will bethe best tne market afforas.
